Comrades  of  the  Grand  Camp  of  Confederates  Veterans  of  Virginia: — 
I  offer  you  a  most  cordial  greeting  to  this,  our  fifteenth  annual  meeting,  and  con- 
gratulate the  Camp  on  the  increased  interest  in  the  organization.  It  is  true  our 
ranks  are  thinning,  and  many  since  our  last  meeting  have  crossed  over  the 
river ;  yet  there  has  been  more  interest  manifested  this  year  than  at  any  time 
since  my  connection  with  the  Grand  Camp,  and  right  here  let  me  say  I  have 
visited  many  Camps  and  reunions  in  various  parts  or  the  State,  and  have 
found  great  enthusiasm ;  at  every  place  large  crowds  have  attended  the  re- 
unions. Some  Camps  I  found  luke-warm — these  I  endeavored  to  build  up; 
others  were  full  of  life  and  vigor,  and  at  every  gathering  I  met  with  a  good  old 
Confederate  welcome.  Since  our  last  meeting,  held  at  Petersburg  October  23,  24, 
25,  1901,  three  new  camps  have  been  added  to  our  roster,  viz :  Lee-Douglass-Car- 
ter Camp,  No.  98,  King  William  county,  Va. ;  Pittsylvania  Camp,  No.  99,  Chat- 
ham, Pittsylvania  county,  Va. ;  Sussex  Camp,  No.  100,  Sussex  Courthouse,  Va., 
now  under  this  Camp's  jurisdiction  (a  list  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  our  pub- 
lished proceedings).  There  is  one  other  arranging  for  a  charter,  which  will  be 
issued  in  a  few  days.  In  this  matter  I  have  been  greatly  aided  by  our  Inspector- 
General  and  his  assistants,  and  by  our  true  and  tried  Adjutant,  Captain  Thomas 
Ellett,  who  is  ever  prompt  and  efficient  in  discharge  of  all  duties  pertaining  to  his 
office  and  for  the  interest  of  tjae  Grand  Camp.    I  am  also  indebted  to  my  aides, 
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Colonel  E.  M.  Henry,  Past  Grand  Commander  of  this  Camp,  and  Colonel  W.  O. 
Moore,  for  great  assistance  and  untii'ing  labor.  The  appointing  of  Assistant  In- 
spectors was  a  most  excellant  plan,  as  the  duties  are  too  much  for  the  Inspector- 
General;  and  I  take  pleasure  in  sayiDg  the  Assistant  Inspectors  have  been  will- 
ing at  all  times  to  render  assistance,  and  in  selecting  Sponsors  and  Maids  of 
Honor  they  have  been  of  great  service.  I  would  suggest  to  Assistant  Inspectors 
that  they  visit  the  Camps  in  their  districts  as  often  as  convenient,  thereby  en- 
couraging and  building  up  the  Camp,  and  go  in  full  uniform,  with  insignia  of 
ranks. 

Paying  Annual  Dues. 

The  necessity  of  paying  annual  dues  is  well  known  to  all  Camps,  hence 
let  every  commander  of  Camps  see  that  their  annual  dues  are  paid  before  meet- 
ing of  Grand  Camp.  The  Grand  Camp  can  do  nothing  without  the  aid  of  subor- 
dinate Camps. 

Camp    Charters. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  has  been  said  by  my  predecessors,  viz:  the  great 
importance  of  securing  a  charter  at  once,  have  it  framed  and  placed  in  Camp 
hall,  thereby  creating  greater  interest  in  the  Camp. 

Sons  of  Veterans. 

I  would  say  to  every  Camp  in  our  State,  by  all  means  organize  a  Camp  of 
Sons  of  Veterans.  We  must  realize  that  our  ranks  are  fast  thinning,  and,  there- 
fore, it  is  necessary  to  organize  the  Sons,  for  upon  them  and  the  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy  must  fall  the  care  of  our  glorious  cause.  We  are  much 
pleased  with  the  interest  some  of  our  sons  are  taking  and  with  the  work  they 
are  doing ;  and  may  they  keep  alive  the  sacred  trust.  I  am  happy  to  report  the, 
number  of  Camps  of  Sons  in  the  State  is  increasing. 

Pension    Laws. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of 
Virginia  the  pension  fund  was  raised  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  a 
new  bill  was  enacted.  While  gratified  with  the  bill  in  most  of  its  provisions, 
would  suggest  five  men  to  compose  pension  board  in  place  of  three,  as  then  they 
can  be  distributed  over  the  counties,  and  each  man  will  know  the  history  of  the 
applicant  for  pension  from  his  district. 

History  Committee. 

I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  the  work  of  our  History  Committee  and  to 
its  far-reaching  influence.  It  has  gone  to  the  enemy's  country  and  their  speak- 
ers and  historians  are  applying  to  our  History  Committee  for  information  of 
the  war — the  cause  of  the  war — and  I  am  glad  to  say  some  of  them  are  having 
their  eyes  opened  to  facts ;  and  I  trust  the  gentlemen  composing  that  committee 
may  go  on  with  its  good  work,  and  by  its  influence  rid  our  schools  of  all  trashy 
and  untruthful  books.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  indefatigable 
chairman  of  the  History  Committee,  who  has  given  great  labor  and  time  to 
this  important,  far-reaching  and  burning  question. 

Lee  Camp  Soldiers'  Home. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  maintaining  ihis  worthy  insti- 
tution.   It  is  our  duty  to  endeavor  by  all  means  to   advance  its  interest  and  en- 
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large  its  resources.  God  grant  that  no  Confederate  soldier  may  be  an  inmate 
of  an  almshouse.  Let  us  build  up  and  support  the  Home,  where  our  old  com- 
rades can  pass  the  remainder  of  their  days  in  peace.  In  this  connection  it  gives 
me  pain  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  our  friend,  comrade  and 
brother,  Major  N.  V.  Randolph,  President  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  one  who  has 
done  so  much  for  it ;  and  let  us  pray  the  High  and  Mighty  Ruler  of  the  universe 
to  spare  his  life  and  give  to  him  strength  and  vigor. 

Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy. 

The  work  accomplished  by  these  associations  has  in  a  great  measure  miti- 
gated the  sorrow  and  suffering  of  our  sick,  disabled  and  indigent  comrades. 
The  associations  are  doing  good  not  only  to  gld  soldiers,  but  to  a  most  deserv- 
ing class,  tne  widows  of  soldiers. 

Needy  Confederate  Women's  Home. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  this  institution,  a  most  worthy  one ;  for 
who,  comrades,  did  more  for  us  and  our  cause  than  the  Confederate  women? 
Let  each  Camp  aid  the  Home. 

R.  E.  Lee  Camp  No.  1. 

It  is  and  ought  to  be  a  pride  to  every  true  Confederate  soldier  to  visit 
that  gallery  and  look  upon  the  faces  of  our  grand  officers  and  men.  Go  there, 
take  your  children,  tell  them  who  they  are  and  for  what  they  fought,  and  im- 
press upon  them  the  grandeur  of  those  men.  And  let  us  say  with  praise  we 
thank  Lee  Camp  for  the  gallery. 

Memorial    Day. 

Keep  up  this  hallowed  act  and  memory,  and  let  it  be  known  as  "  Memo- 
rial Day,  "  not  "Decoration  Day.  "  Let  every  Camp  appoint  some  day  to  meet 
to  strew  flowers  on  the  graves  of  our  dead  comrades,  and  if  there  be  a  monu- 
ment in  your  cemetery  place  upon  it  and  around  it  flowers  to  the  unknown 
dead.  Let  every  Camp  select  its  own  day,  as  it  is  well  known  in  difl:erent  sec- 
tions flowers  are  more  beautiful  in  some  months  than  others. 

Soldiers'  Monument. 

My  comrades,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  to  you  that  there  is  more 
interest  being  taken  in  erecting  monuments  to  Confederate  dead  than  ever  be- 
fore. I  have  attended  several  unveilings  during  my  administration,  and  it  did 
my  heart  good  to  see  the  dear  old  boys  lifting  their  hats  and  brushing  away  a 
tear  on  looking  at  a  monument  that  keeps  their  comrades'  memory  green.  By 
all  means  let  there  be  erected  in  every  county  of  the  State  a  monument  to  the 
Confederate  dead. 

United  Confederate  Veterans.

That  the  Senators  and  Kepresentatives  representing  the  State 
of  Virginia  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
requested  to  use  their  influence  to  secure  such  legislation  as  will  enable  the 
State  to  obtain  at  minimum  cost  copies  of  said  muster-rolls. 

That  the  Adjutant  of  the  Grand  Camp  is  instucted  to  send 
to  the  Governor  of  Virginia  and  to  each  of  her  Senators  and  Represent- 
atives in  Congress  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  and  that  he  request  the  Gov- 
ernor to  communicate  them  to  the  General  Assembly,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  favorable  action  be  taken  thereon.

Judge  George  L.  Christian,  of  Eichmond,  Chairman  of  the 
History  Committee,  made  the  following  report,    which,  on  mo- 
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tion  of  Col.  Henry,  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Camp  : 

OFFICIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Or  and  Camp  of  Confederate  Veterans  of  Virginia: 

Your  History  Committee  again  returns  its  thanks  to  you,  and  the  public, 
for  the  very  cordial  way  in  which  you  have  shown  your  appreciation  of  its 
labors,  as  contained  in  its  last  three  reports.  It  may  interest  you  to  know,  that 
whilst  these  reports  have  been  published  and  scattered  broadcast  over  this  land, 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  controvert  or  deny  any  principle  contended  for,  or 
fact  asserted,  in  any  of  them,  so  far  as  we  have  heard.  We  think  we  can,  there- 
fore, justly  claim  that  these  things  have  been  established ; 

1st.  That  the,  South  did  not  go  to  war  to  maintain,  or  to  perpetuate,  the 
institution  of  slaver'y. 

2nd.  The  right  of  secession  {the  real  issue  of  the  juar) ,  and  that  this 
right  luas  first  asserted  at  the  North,  and  as  clearly  recognized  there  as  at  the 
South. 

3rd.  That  the  North,  and  not  the  South,  luas  the  aggressor  in  bringing 
on  the  war. 

4th.  That  on  the  part  of  the  South  the  war  was  conducted  according  to 
the  principles  of  civilized  warfare,  tuhilst  on  the  part  of  the  North  it  was  con- 
ducted in  the  most  inhuman  and  barbarous  manner. 

The  last  of  the  above  named  was  the  subject  of  our  last  report,  in  which 
we  drew  a  contrast  between  the  way  the  war  was  conducted  on  our  part,  and 
the  way  it  was  conducted  by  our  quondam  enemies,  which,  we  think,  was  great- 
ly to  the  credit  of  the  South.    The  subject  of  this  report,  the 

"Treatment  and  Exchange  of  Prisoners," 

is  really  a  continuation  and  further  discussion  of  the  contrast  begun  in  that 
report  and  a  necessary  sequel  to  that  discussion.  The  further  treatment  of  this 
subject  becomes  most  important  too,  from  the  fact  that  our  people  know  very 
little  about  the  true  state  of  the  case,  whilst  both  during  and  since  the  war,  the 
people  of  the  North,  with  the  superior  means  at  their  command,  have  denounced 
and  maligned  the  South  and  its  leaders  as  murderers  and  assassins,  and  illustrat- 
ed these  charges  by  the  alleged  inhuman  and  barbarous  way  in  which  they 
treated  their  prisoners  during  the  late  war:  e.  g.,  the  late  James  G.  Blaine,  of 
Maine,  said  on  the  floor  of  the  United  States  Congress  in  1876 : 

"Mr.  Davis  was  the  author,  knowingly,  deliberately,  guiltily  and  wilfully 
of  the  gigantic  murder  and  crime  at  Andersonville,  and  I  here,  before  God, 
measuring  my  words,  knowing  their  full  extent  and  import,  declare,  that  neither 
the  deeds  of  the  Duke  of  Alva  in  the  Low  Countries,  nor  the  massacre  of  Saint 
Bartholomew,  nor  the  thumb-screws  and  engines  of  torture  of  the  Spanish 
Inquisition,  begin  to  compare  in  atrocity  with  the  hideous  crimes  of  Anderson- 
ville; " 

and  he  quoted  and  endorsed  a  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Federal  Congress 
made  during  the  war,  in  which  they  say : 

"No  pen  can  describe,  no  painter  sketch,  no  imagination  comprehend,  its 
fearful  and  unutterable  iniquity.     It  would  seem  that  the  concentrated  madness 
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of  earth  and  hell  had  found  its  final  lodgment  in  the  breasts  of  those  who  had 
inaugurated  the  rebellion,  and  controlled  the  policy  of  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, and  that  the  prison  at  Andersonville  had  been  selected  for  the  most  terri- 
ble human  sacrifice  which  the  world  had  ever  seen.-' 

It  is  true  that  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Blaine  was  denied,  and  its  falsity 
fully  shown  by  both  Mr.  Davis  and  Senator  Hill  of  Georgia ;  and  the  report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Federal  Congress,  and  an  equally  slanderous  and  partisan 
publication  entitled  "Narration  of  Sufferings  in  Rebel  Military  Prisons"  (with 
hideous  looking  skeleton  illustrations  of  alleged  victims),  issued  by  the  United 
States  Sanitary  Commission  in  1864,  were  fully  answered  by  a  counter  report  of 
a  committee  of  the  Confederate  Congress.  And  it  is  also  true  that  in  1876,  the 
Rev.  John  Wm.  Jones,  D.  D.,  who  was  then  editing  the  Southern  Historical 
Society  Papers,  made  a  full  and  masterly  investigation  and  report  on  this  sub- 
ject, vindicating  the  South  and  its  leaders  from  these  aspersions  (for  which 
work,  as  said  in  our  last  report,  the  Southern  people  owe  Dr.  Jones  a  lasting 
debt  of  gratitude) .  (The  letter  of  Mr.  Davis,  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Confederate  Congress,  with  other  valuable  material  collected  by  Dr.  Jones, 
are  all  published  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Southern  Historical  Papers,  and  also 
in  a  separate  volume.)  But  whilst  these  publications  were  most  satisfactory  to 
us  at  the  time,  they,  necessarily,  did  not  contain  the  contemporaneous  corre- 
spondence in  reference  to  the  exchange  and  treatment  of  prisoners,  contained 
in  the  publication  known  as  "Rebellion  Official  Records,"  published  by  the 
Federal  Government  since  that  time— a  correspondence  invaluable,  as  it  makes 
the  representatives  of  the  two  Governments,  at  the  time,  tell,  in  their  own  way, 
the  true  story  of  these  events.  It  is  from  these  letters  and  other  contemporaneous 
orders  and  papers,  that  we  propose  to  show  ichich  side  was  responsible  for 
Andersonville,  Salisbury,  "The  Libby,  '  and  "Belle  Isle,"  in  the  South,  a>nd  for 
Camp  Douglas,  Gratiot  Street,  Fort  Delaware,  Johnson's  Island,  Elmira,  Point 
Lookout,  and  other  like  places  in  the  North.  In  doing  this  we  do  not  think  it 
either  necessary  or  proper  to  revive  the  tales  of  horror  and  misery  contained  in 
many  of  the  personal  recitals  of  the  captives  on  either  side,  such  as  are  collect- 
ed in  the  works  of  Dr.  Jones,  the  "Sanitary  Commission,"  and  others.  Many 
of  these  are  simply  heart-sickening  and  disgusting;  and,  making  allowances  for 
all  exaggerations  necessarily  incident  to  the  surroundings  of  the  writers,  there 
is  enough  in  them  to  convince  any  candid  reader  that  there  were  cruelties  and 
abuses  inflicted  on  helpless  prisoners,  by  petty  officers  and  guards,  that  should 
never  have  been  inflicted,  and  which  we  hope  the  higher  officers  of  neither 
Government  would  have  permitted  or  tolerated  for  a  moment.  , 

But  what  we  are  concerned  about  is,  to  show  by  these  "official  records' 
that  neither  Mr.  Davis,  nor  any  Department  or  representative  of  the  Confed- 
erate Government  ivas  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  these  prisons,  and 
the  sufferings  therein,  as  heretofore  charged  by  our  enemies,  and  that  the 
Federal  Government,  through  Edivin  M.  Stanton,  H.  W.  Halleck  and  U.  S. 
Grant  as  its  representative  actors,  was  directly  and  solely  responsible  for  the 
establishment  of  these  places,  and  consequently  for  all  the  suffering  and  death 
luhich  occurred  therein. 

The  reports  and  correspondence  relative  to  the  exchange  and  treatment  of 
prisoners  fill  four  of  the  large  volumes  of  the  "Rebellion  Records,"  and  whilst 
we  have  striven  to  tell  the  full  story,  or,  rather,  to  omit  nothing  essential  to  the 
truth,  it  is  simply  impossible,  within  the  limits  of  this  report,  to  do  more  than 
call  attention  to  some  of  the  most  important  and  salient  features  of  the  corre- 
spondence, etc.,  and  only  to  an  extent  necessary  to  disclose  the  real  conditions 
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at  the  several  dates  referred  to.     This  is  all  that  we  have  attempted  to  do,  but 
we  have  tried  to  do  this  faithfully. 

The  Policy  of  the  Confederate  Government  as  Shown  by  Acts  of 
Congress,  etc. 

To  show  the  declared  purpose  and  policy  of  the  Confederate  Government 
towards  the  prisoners  of  war  from  the  beginning:  As  early  as  May  21st,  1861, 
two  months  before  the  first  battle  of  Manassas,  the  Confederate  Congress  passed 
an  act  providing  that — 

"All  prisoners  of  war  taken,  whether  on  land  or  at  sea,  during  the  pend- 
ing hostilities  with  the  United  States,  shall  be  transferred  by  the  captors  from 
time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  convenient,  to  the  Department  of  War;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  approval  of  the  President, 
to  issue  such  instructions  to  the  Quartermaster-General,  and  his  subordinates, 
as  shall  provide  for  the  safe  custody  and  sustenance  of  prisoners  of  war:  and 
that  ?'at  ions  furnished  prisoners  of  war  shall  be  the  same  in  qnantity  and 
quality  as  those  furnished  to  enlisted  men  in  the  Army  of  the  Confederacy. ''"' 

By  an  Act  of  February.  1864,  the  Quartermaster-General  was  relieved  of 
this  duty,  and  the  Commissary-General  of  Subsistence  was  ordered  to  provide  for 
the  sustenance  of  prisoners  of  war,  and  according  to  General  Orders  No.  159, 
Adjutant  Inspector  General's  OfBce,  it  was  provided  that  "  Hospitals  for  pris- 
oners of  ivar  are  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  other  Confederate  States 
Hospitals  in  all  respects,  and  will  he  managed  accordingly."' 

General  Lee's  Orders. 

General  Lee,  in  his  testimony  before  the  Reconstruction  Committee  of 
Congress,  says  of  the  treatment  of  prisoners  on  the  field : 

"  The  orders  always  were,  that  the  whole  field  should  be  treated  alike. 
Parties  were  sent  out  to  take  the  Federal  wounded,  as  well  as  the  Confederate, 
and  the  surgeons  were  told  to  treat  the  one  as  they  did  the  other.  These  orders 
given  by  me  were  i-espected  on  every  field.^' 

And  there  is  nothing  in  all  the  records,  so  far  as  we  can  find,  which  indi- 
cates that  any  Department  of  the  Confederate  Government,  or  any  representa- 
tive of  any  such  department,  failed  to  carry  out  these  provisions  of  the  law,  and 
these  orders,  as  far  as  they  werefible  to  do  so.  Of  course,  there  were  times 
when,  by  reason  of  insuSicient  transportation,  and  insufficient  supplies  of  food 
and  clothing  of  all  kinds,  it  was  simply  impossible  to  get  proper  supplies  and  in 
sufficient  quantities  to  prevent  great  suflTering  among  the  prisoners  in  Southern 
prisons.  But  this  was  equally  true  of  the  Confederate  soldiers  in  the  field,  and 
the  assertion  on  page  68  of  the  before-referred-to  publication  by  the  Northern 
Sanitary  Commission,  headed  by  Dr.  Valentine  Mott,  shows  its'partisanry  and 
worthlessness  as  history,  when  it  charges  the  Confederate  authorities  with 
"deliberately  withholding  necessary  food  from  their  prisonels  of  war,  and 
furnishing  them  with  what  was  indigestible  and  loathsome,  when  their  own 
army  was  abundantly  supplied  with  good  and  wholesome  food;"  *  *  *  * 
"  of  depriving  their  prisoners  of  their  own  clothing,  and  also  of  withholding  the 
issue  of  sufficient  to  keep  them  warm  when  the  soldiers  of  their  own  army  were 
well  equipped  and  well  protected  from  exposure  to  the  wet  and  cold."  The  world 
now  knows,  that  at  the  very  time  when  these  false  charges  were  being  formu- 
lated, the  Confederate  soldiers  in  the  field  were  almost  naked  and  starving,  and 
that  nearly  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  rest  of  their  equipment  had  been  captured 
from  their  enemy  in  battle. 
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Exchange  of  Prisoners. 

From  the  very  beginning,  the  Confederate  authorities  were  anxious  to 
make  an  arrangement  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  and  indeed  that  the  war 
should  be  conducted  in  all  of  its  features  on  the  highest  and  most  humane  plane 
known  to  civilized  nations.  To  that  end  Mr.  Davis  wrote  Mr.  Lincoln  on  July 
6th,  1861,  as  follows: 

"  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Government  so  to  conduct  the  war  now  existing, 
as  to  mitigate  its  horrors  as  far  as  may  be  possible ;  and  with  this  intent,  its 
treatment  of  the  prisoners  captured  by  its  forces  has  been  marked  by  the 
greatest  humanity  and  leniency  consistent  with  public  obligation.  Some  have 
been  permitted  to  return  home  on  parole,  others  to  remain  at  large  under  similar 
conditions,  within  this  Confederacy,  and  all  have  been  furnished  with  rations 
for  their  subsistence,  such  as  are  allowed  to  our  own  troops." 

This  letter  was  sent  to  Washington  by  a  special  messenger  (Col.  Taylor) ; 
but  he  was  refused  an  audience  with  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  was  forced  to  content 
himself  with  a  verbal  reply  from  General  Scott  to  the  effect  that  the  letter  had 
been  delivered  to  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  that  he  would  reply  to  it  in  writing  as  soon 
as  possible.     But  no  ansiver  ever  catne. 

For  nearly  a  year  after  the  war  began,  although  many  prisoners  were 
captured  and  released  on  parole,  on  both  sides,  the  Federal  authorities  refused 
to  enter  into  any  arrangement  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  taking  the  absurd 
position  that  they  would  not  treat  with  "rebels"  in  any  way  which  would 
recognize  them  as  "belligerents."  The  English  government  had  already  recog- 
nized us  as  "  belligerents  "  as  early  as  May,  1861.  As  the  Earl  of  Derby  tersely 
said  in  the  House  of  Lords : 

"The  Northern  states  could  not  claim  the  rights  of  belligerents  for  them- 
selves, and,  on  the  other  hand,  deal  with  parties,  not  as  belligerents,  but  as 
rebels." 

After  awhile  the  pressure  on  the  Federal  authorities  by  friends  of  the 
prisoners  was  so  great  that  they  were  induced  to  agree  to  a  cartel  for  the 
exchange  of  prisoners  on  the  very  basis  offered  by  the  Confederates  in  the 
beginning.  These  negotiations  were  commenced  on  the  14th  of  February,  1862, 
Gen.  John  E.  Wool  representing  the  Federals  and  Gen.  Howell  Cobb  the  Confed- 
erates, the  only  unsettled  point  at  that  time  being  that  Gen.  Wool  was  unwilling 
that  each  party  should  agree  to  pay  the  expenses  of  transporting  their  prisoners 
to  the  frontier;  and  this  he  promised  to  lefer  to  his  Government.  At  a  second 
interview  on  March  1st,  1862,  General  Wool  informed  General  Cobb  that  his 
Government  would  not  consent  to  pay  these  expenses,  and  thereupon  General 
Cobb  promptly  receded  from  this  demand  and  agreed  to  accept  the  terms  offered 
by  General  Wool.  General  Wool  had  stated  in  the  beginning  that  he  alone 
ivas  clothed  with  full  poicer  to  effect  this  arrangement,  but  he  now  stated  that 
his  Government  "had  changed  his  instructions."  And  so  these  negotiations 
were  broken  off,  and  matters  left  as  before  they  were  begun. 

The  real  reason  for  this  change  was  that  in  the  meantime  the  capture  of 
Forts  Henry  and  Donaldson  had  given  the  Federals  a  preponderance  in  the 
number  of  prisoners.  Soon,  however,  Jackson's  valley  campaign,  the  battles 
around  Richmond,  and  other  Confederate  successes,  gave  the  Confederates  the 
preponderance,  and  this  change  of  conditions  induced  the  Federals  to  consent  to 
terms,  to  which  the  Confederates  had  always  been  ready  to  accede. 

And  so  on  July  22nd,  1862,  Gen.  John  A.  Dix,  representing  the  Federals, 
and  Gen.  D.  H.  Hill,  the  Confederates,  at  Haxall's  Landing,  on  James  river,  in 
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Charles  City  county,  entered  into  the  cartel  which  thereafter  formed  the  basis 
for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  during  the  rest  of  the  war  whenever  it  was  allow- 
ed by  the  Federals  to  be  in  operation.  Article  four  of  this  cartel  provided  as 
follows : 

"All  prisoners  of  war,  to  be  discharged  on  parole,  in  ten  days  after  the 
capture,  and  the  prisoners  now  held  and  those  hereafter  taken,  to  be  transferred 
to  the  points  mutually  agreed  upon,  at  the  expense  of  the  capturing  party." 

Article  six  provided  that — 

"  The  stipulations  and  provisions  above  mentioned  are  to  be  of  binding 
obligation  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  it  matters  not  which  party  may 
have  the  surplus  of  prisoners."  *  *  *  *  "That  all  prisoners,  of  what- 
ever arm  of  the  service,  are  to  be  exchanged  or  paroled  in  ten  days  from  the 
time  of  their  capture,  if  it  be  practicable  to  transfer  them  to  their  own  lines  in 
that  time;  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable." 

Article  nine  provided  that — 

"  In  case  any  misunderstanding  shall  arise  in  regard  to  any  clause  or  stip- 
ulation in  the  foregoing  articles,  it  is  mutually  agreed,  that  such  misunderstand- 
ing shall  not  interrupt  the  release  of  prisoners  on  parole,  as  herein  provided ; 
but  shall  be  made  the  subject  of  friendly  explanation,  in  order  that  the  object 
of  this  agreement  may  neither  be  defeated  nor  postponed." 

It  is  readily  seen  that  both  General  Dix  and  General  Hill  acted  with  the 
utmost  good  faith  in  the  formation  of  this  carte!,  with  a  common  purpose  in 
view,  to  the  carrying  out  of  which  each  pledged  the  good  faith  of  his  Govern- 
ment ;  and  in  Article  9  they  made  ample  provision  to  prevent  any  cessation  in 
the  work  of  exchanging  promptly  all  prisoners  captured  during  the  war.  And 
we  now  propose  to  show  that  this  would  have  been  the  case  but  for  the  bad 
faith  and  bad  conduct  of  the  representatives  of  the  Federal  Government. 

As  was  contemplated  by  the  cartel,  each  of  the  two  Governments  appoint- 
ed its  Commissioners  of  Exchange  to  carry  it  into  execution.  On  the  part  of 
the  Federals,  Major  General  E.  A.  Hitchcock  was  appointed,  with  two  assistants, 
Col.  Wm.  H.  Ludlow,  and  Captain  (afterwards  Brigadier-General)  John  E.  Mul- 
ford,  as  assistants.  On  the  part  of  the  Confederates,  the  late  Judge  Robert 
Ould,  of  the  Richmond  (Va.)  Bar,  was  the  sole  representative.  The  writer  had 
the  privilege  of  knowing  both  General  Mulford  and  Judge  Ould  well,  and,  in  his 
opinion,  no  better  selections  could  have  been  made  by  their  respective  Govern- 
ments. Judge  Ould  was  a  man  of  splendid  judicial  bearing,  singular  honesty 
of  purpose  and  kindness  of  heart,  with  capacity  both  in  speaking  and  in 
writing,  to  represent  his  Government  with  unsurpassed  ability.  General  Mulford 
was  a  man  of  fair  abilities,  and  of  great  kindness  of  heart.  Of  General  Hitch- 
cock and  Colonel  Ludlow,  he  can  only  speak  from  what  they  disclose  of  their 
characteristics  in  their  letters.  General  Hitchcock  exhibits  a  profound  distrust 
of  what  he  terms  the  "rebel"  authorities  in  all  of  his  letters,  and  frequently 
displays  a  temper  and  impatience,  seemingly,  not  warranted  by  the  surrounding 
circumstances.  Colonel  Ludlow,  at  times,  exhibits  great  fairness;  at  other 
times,  manifests  unfairness,  but  always  displays  shrewdness  and  ability. 

There  is  abundant  evidence  in  these  records  to  show  that  the  true  reason 
why  Mr.  Lincoln  did  not  reply  to  Mr.  Davis'  letter  of  July  6th,  1861,  hereinbefore 
quoted,  was  that  he  and  the  other  authorities  at  Washington  did  not  intend 
from  the  beginning  to  conduct  the  war,  in  any  of  its  features,  according  to  the 
recognized  principles  of  civilized  warfare,  although  they  had  adopted  the  rules 
of  Dr.  Leiber  apparently  for  this  purpose,  as  the  law  to  govern  the  conduct  of 
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their  armies  in  the  field.  As  conclusive  evidence  of  this,  it  was  shown  in  our 
last  report  that  on  the  very  day  of  the  date  of  the  cartel,  the  Federal  Secretary 
of  War,  by  order  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  issued  an  order  to  the  Military  Commanders 
in  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana, 
Texas  and  Arkansas,  directing  them  to  seize  and  use  any  property  belonging  to 
citizens  of  the  Confederacy  which  might  be  "necessary  or  convenient  for  their 
several  commands,"  without  making  any  provision  for  compensation  therefor. 
About  the  same  time,  and,  doubtless,  by  the  same  authority.  Generals  Pope  and 
Steinwehr  issued  their  infamous  orders,  also  referred  to  in  our  last  report.  All 
of  these  orders  were  so  contrary  to  all  the  rules  of  civilized  warfare,  and  espe- 
cially to  those  adopted  by  the  Federal  authorities  themselves,  that  on  August 
1st,  1862  (just  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  cartel) .  the  Confederate  authorities 
were  driven  to  the  necessity  of  issuing  an  order  declaring,  among  other  things, 
that  Pope  and  Steinwehr  and  the  commissioned  officers  of  their  commands, 
''had  chosen  for  themselves  (to  use  General  Lee's  words)  the  position  of 
robbers  and  murderers,  and  not  that  of  public  enemies,  entitled,  if  captured, 
to  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war."  Later  on,  in  the  fall  of  that  year,  came  the 
barbarous  orders  and  conduct  of  Generals  Milroy,  Butler  and  Hunter,  which  led 
to  the  proclamations  of  outlawry  against  these  officers,  and  directing  that  they 
and  their  commissioned  officers  should  not  be  treated,  if  captured,  as  prisoners 
of  war,  and,  therefore,  should  not  be  exchanged,  but  kept  in  confinement. 

In  September,  1862,  Mr.  Lincoln's  emancipation  proclamation  was  issued 
to  take  effect  January  1st  following,  which  caused  Mr.  Davis  to  issue  another 
proclamation  on  December  23rd,  1S62,  directing  that  any  Federal  officer  who 
should  be  arrested  whilst  either  enrolling,  or  in  command  of  negroes  who  were 
slaves,  should  be  turned  over  to  the  authorities  of  the  several  states  in  which  the 
offenses  were  committed,  and  punished  for  the  crime  of  inciting  servile  insur- 
rection. These  several  proclamations  of  Mr.  Davis  created  considerable  uneasi- 
ness among  the  Federal  authorities,  and  furnished  the  very  pretext  for  which 
they  were  doubtless  longing,  for  either  violating,  or  suspending,  the  terms  of 
the  cartel.  And  so  on  January  16th,  1863,  we  find  Colonel  Ludlow  writing  to  his 
superior.  General  Hitchcock,  as  follows  : 

"I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  the  Richmond  Enquirer, 
containing  Jeff.  Davis'  message.  His  determination,  avowed  in  most  insolent 
terms,  to  deliver  to  the  several  state  authorities  all  commissioned  officers  of  the 
United  States  that  may  hereafter  be  captured,  will,  I  think,  be  persevered  in. 
You  will  remember  that  after  the  proclamation  of  Jeff.  Davis,  of  Dec.  23rd, 
1862,  I  urgently  advised  another  interview  (the  last  one  I  had  with  Mr.  Ould, 
and  in  which  very  important  exchanges  were  declared).  I  then  did  so  antici- 
pating that  the  cartel  might  be  broken,  and  wishing  to  make  sure  of  the  dis- 
charge from  their  parole  of  10,000  of  our  men.  This  was  effected,  and  in  a  man- 
ner so  advantageous  to  our  Government  that  we  gained  in  the  count  of  20,000 
exchanged,  about  7,000  men.  I  had  almost  equally  good  success  in  the  exchange 
declared  on  Nov.  11th,  1863.  If  an  open  rupture  should  now  occur,  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  cartel,  we  are  well  prepared  for  it.  I  am  endeavoring  to  get  away 
from  the  Confederate  prisons  all  our  officers  captured  previously  to  the  date  of 
the  message  of  Jeff.  Davis  (the  12th  instant) ,  with  what  success  I  shall  know 
early  next  week.  " 

(See  Series  II.,  Vol.  V.,  Reb.  Rec,  Serial  118,  p.  181.) 

This  transaction,  of  which  we  find  Col.  Ludlow  thus  boasting  to  his  supe- 
rior, will  surely  be  sufficient  to  establish  his  reputation  for  shrewdness  as  a 
trader,  or  exchanger.    So  flagrant  had  been  the  violations  of  the  cartel  and  the 
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abuses  committed  by  the  Federals  in  pretending  to  carry  it  out,  (some  of  which 
are  confessed,  as  we  have  just  seen,  by  Col.  Ludlow),  than  on  January  17th, 
1863,  Judge  Ould  wrote  Col.  Ludlow,  complaining  in  the  strongest  terms,  and 
stating  that  if  he  (Col.  Ludlow),  had  any  Confederate  officer  in  his  possession, 
or  on  parole,  he  would  be  exchanged  for  his  equivalent.  But  that  beyond  that, 
he  would  not,  and  could  not,  parole  commissioned  officers  then  in  his  possession, 
but  would  continue  to  parole  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates.  He  said : 
"  This  course  has  been  forced  on  the  Confederate  Government,  not  only 
by  the  refusal  of  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  to  respond  to  the  repeated 
applications  of  this  Government  in  relation  to  the  execution  of  Munford,  but  by 
their  persistence  in  retaining  Confederate  officers  who  were  entitled  to  parole 
and  exchange.  " 

He  said  : 

'■  You  have  now,  of  captures  that  are  by  no  means  recent,  many  officers 
of  the  Confederate  service,  who  are  retained  in  your  military  prisons  East  and 
West.  Application  have  been  made  for  the  release  of  same  without  success, 
and  others  have  been  kept  in  confinement  so  long  as.to  justify  the  conclusion  that 
you  refuse  both  to  parole  and  exchange.  "     Id.,  pp.  18(3-7. 

Judge  Ould  then  called  Col.  Ludlow's  attention  to  several  instances  of 
these  abuses  and  mistakes,  and  asked  that  they  be  corrected.  In  his  letter  of 
January  25th,  1863,  he  says  : 

"  If  any  injustice  has  been  done  to  you  by  our  agreement,  about  reduc- 
ing officers  to  privates,  or  in  any  other  subject  matter,  I  will  promptly  redress 
it."  *  *  "There  must  be  many  officers  in  your  and  our  possession  who,  by  our 
agreement,  made  at  the  last  interview,  were  declared  exchanged.  Such  certain- 
ly ought  to  be  mutually  delivered  up.  This  excess  is  on  our  side,  but  I  will 
stand  it  because  I  have  agreed  to  it.  I  must,  however,  insist  upon  the  immedi- 
ate delivery  of  such  of  our  officers  as  are  included  in  the' agreement.'    P.  213. 

On  December  30th,  1862,  the  following  order  was  issued  by  Gen.  H.  W. 
Halleck,  signing  himself  as  "  Gen'1-in-Chief  :  " 

"^No  officers,  prisoners  of  war,  will  be  released  on  parole  till  further 
orders.  "    Id.,  p.  348. 

This,  he  said,  was  done  in  consequence  of  the  course  then  being  pursued  by 
the  Confederate  authorities.  But  notwithstanding  this  order,  and  this  action  of 
the  Confederate  authorities  here  complained  of,  exchanges  seem  to  have  gone  on 
the  Commissioner  on  either  side  constantly  complaining  that  his  adversary  had 
broken  the  cartel.  And  on  April  11th,  1863,  we  find  Judge  Ould  again  writing 
Col.  Ludlow,  saying  : 

"  I  am  very  much  surprised  at  your  refusal  to  deliver  officers  for  those  of 
your  own,  who  have  been  captured,  paroled  and  released  by  us  since  tbe  date  of 
the  proclamation  and  message  of  President  Davis.  The  refusal  is  not  only  a 
flagrant  breach  of  the  cartel,  but  can  be  supported  on  no  rule  of  reciprocity  or 
equity."  *  *  "  You  have  charged  us  with  breaking  the  cartel.  With  what 
sort  of  justice  can  that  allegation  be  supported,  when  you  delivered  only  a 
few  days  ago  over  ninety  officers,  most  of  whom  had  been  forced  to  languish 
and  sufi'er  in  prison  for  months  before  we  were  compelled,  by  that  and  other 
reasons,  to  issue  the  retaliatory  order  of  which  you  complain  I  Those  ninety- 
odd  are  not  half  of  those  whom  you  unjustly  held  in  prison.  On  the  other  hand 
I  defy  you  to  name  the  case  of  one  who  is  confined  by  us  whom  our  Govern- 
ment has  declared  exchanged.    Is  it  your  idea  that  we  are  to  be  bound  by  every 
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strictness  of  the  cartel,  \Yhile  you  are  at  liberty  to  violate  it  for  months,  and  that 
too,  not  only  in  a  few  cases,  but  hundreds?"  -  *  *  "If  captivity,  priva- 
tion and  misery  are  to  be  the  fate  of  officers  on  both  sides  hereafter,  let  God 
judge  between  us.  I  have  struggled  in  this  matter  as  if  it  had  been  a  matter  of 
life  and  death  to  me.  I  am  heart-sick  at  the  termination,  but  I  have  no  self  re- 
proaches. "     Id.,  p.  469. 

In  Ludlow's  reply  to  this  letter,  he  simply  says  Judge  Ould  was  mistaken 
in  his  charges  and  complaints,  but  he  did  not  succeed  in  pointing  out  one  single 
instance  in  which  Judge  Ould  was  in  error. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  charges  and  counter  charges,  exchanges  still 
went  on,  and  so  we  find  Col.  Ludlow  reporting  to  Secretary  Stanton  on  May  5th, 
1863,  as  follows  : 

"  I  have  just  returned  from  City  Point,  and  have  brought  with  me  all  my 
officers  who  have  been  held  by  the  Confederates,  and  whom  I  send  to  City  Point 
to-night.     I  have  made  the  following  declaration  of  exchanges  : 

(1)  "  All  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  all  persons,  whatever  may  have 
been  their  classification  or  character,  who  have  been  delivered  at  City  Point  up 
to  the  6th  of  May,  1863. 

(2)  "  All  officers  who  have  been  captured  and  released  on  parole  up  to 
April  1st,  1863,  wherever  they  may  have  been  captured."  *  *  *  Id.,  p. 559. 
See,  also,  p.  564. 

It  seems  that  the  Confederate  Congress  had  refused  to  sustain  Mr.  Davis, 
in  his  suggested  retaliatory  measures  about  the  treatment  of  officers  to  the  ex- 
tent that  he  had  recommended,  and  so  exchanges  went  on  with  the  result  as  just 
above  reported,  up  to  May  6th,  1863,  and  with  but  few,  if  any,  complaints 
against  the  Confederates  of  ill  treatment  to  prisoners  to  that  time.  But  how 
does  the  case  stand,  in  this  respect,  at  this  time,  with  the  Federals  ?  We  have 
only  space  here  for  two  quotations  to  show  this,  and  both  of  these  are  from  their 
own  witnesses,  and  it  would  seem  that  these  would  offset  "  Andersonville, " 
"  The  Libby,  "  or  any  other  place  this  side  of  the  infernal  regions. 

On  February  9th,  1863,  Judge  Ould  wrote  Col.  Ludlow: 

"  I  see  from  your  own  papers,  that  some  dozen  of  our  men  captured  a 
Arkansas  Pass  were  allowed  to  freeze  to  death  in  one  night  at  Camp  Douglas. 
I  appeal  to  our  common  instincts,  against  such  atrocious  inhumanity.  "  Id.,  p. 
25T. 

We  find  no  denial  of  this  charge.  On  May  10th,  1863,  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Van 
Buren,  of  New  York,  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  "Sanitary  Commission, '' 
reported  to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  condition  of  the  hospitals  of  the  prisoners 
at  Camp  Douglas,  near  Chicago,  and  Gratiot  Street,  St.  Louis.  In  this  report 
he  incorporates  the  statement  of  Drs.  Hun  and  Cogswell,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  who 
had  been  employed  by  the  Sanitary  Commission  to  inspect  hospitals,  and  Dr. 
Van  Buren  commends  these  gentlemen  as  men  of  high  character  and  eminent 
fitness  for  the  work  for  which  they  had  been  assigned.  It  is  from  the  statement 
of  these  Northern  gentlemen  that  we  quote.  They  caption  their  report  from 
Albany  April  5th,  1863,  and  say,  among  other  things,  as  follows: 

"  In  our  experience,  we  have  never  witnessed  so  painful  a  spectacle  as  that 
presented  by  these  wretched  inmates ;  without  change  of  clothing,  covered  with 
vermin,  they  lie  in  cots,  without  mattresses,  or  with  mattresses  furnished  by 
private  charity,  without  sheets  or  bedding  of  any  kind,  except  blankets,  often 
in  rags  ;  in  wards  reeking  with  filth  and  foul  air.  The  stench  is  most  offensive. 
We  carefully  avoid  all  exaggeration  of  statement,  but  we  give  some  facts  whigh 
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speak  for  themselves.  From  January  27th,  1863,  when  the  prisoners  (in  number 
about  3,800)  arrived  at  Camp  Douglas,  to  February  18th,  the  day  of  our  visit, 
385  patients  have  been  admitted  to  the  hospital,  of  whom  130  have  died. 
This  mortality  of  33  per  cent,  does  not  express  the  whole  truth,  for  of 
the  148  patients  then  remaining  in  the  hospital  a  large  number  must  have  since 
died.  Besides  this,  130  prisoners  have  died  in  barracks,  not  having  been  able  to 
gain  admission  even  to  the  miserable  accommodations  of  the  hospital,  and  at 
the  time  of  our  visit,  150  persons  were  sick  in  barracks  waiting  for  room  in  hos- 
pital. Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  260  out  of  the  3,800  prisoners  had  died  in  twenty- 
one  days,  a  rate  of  mortality  which,  if  continued,  would  secure  their  total  ex- 
termination in  about  320  days.  " 

Then  they  go  on  to  describe  the  conditions  at  St.  Louis,  showing  them  to 
be  even  worse  than  at  Chicago,  and  after  stating  that  the  conditions  of  these 
prisoners  are  "discreditable  to  a  Christian  people,  "  they  add: 

"It  surely  is  not  the  intention  of  our  Goverment  to  place  these  prisoners 
in  position  which  will  secure  their  extermination  by  pestilence  in  less  than  a 
year.  "  See,  also,  report  of  U.  S.  Surgeon  A.  M.  Clark,- Series  II.,  Vol.  VI.,  p, 
371.     See,  also.  Id.,  p.  113. 

Is  it  not  a  little  surprising,  that  when  the  representatives  of  this  same 
"  Sanitary  Commission  "  published  their  savage  and  partisan  report  in  Septem- 
ber, 1864,  as  to  the  way  their  prisoners  were  being  treated  in  Southern  prisons, 
which  report  they  had  adorned  with  pictures  of  skeletons  alleged  to  have  come 
from  our  prison  hospitals,  they  did  not  make  some  allusion  to  the  condition  of 
things  as  found  by  them  in  their  own  hospitals  '. 

But  as  further  evidence  of  violations  of  the  cartel,  it  will  be  seen  that  on 
May  13th,  1863,  Judge  Ould  wrote  to  Col.  Ludlow  again  calling  his  attention  to 
the  "  large  number  of  our  officers  captured  long  since  and  still  held  by  them  ;  " 
threatened  retaliation  if  the  unjust  and  harsh  course  then  pursued  by  the  Fed- 
erals toward  our  officers  was  persevered  in  ;  and  concluded|as  follows: 

"  Nothing  is  now  left  as  to  those  whom  our  protests  have  failed  to  release 
but  to  resort  to  retaliation.  The  Confederate  Government  is  anxious  to  avoid 
a  resort  to  that  harsh  measure,  /n  its  name  I  make  a  final  ajyjyeal  for  that  just- 
ice to  our  imprisoned  officers  and  men  which  your  own  agreements  have  de- 
clared to  he  their  due.''''    Id.,  p.  607. 

Again,  on  the  next  day,  he  wrote,  naming  several  of  Mosby's  men  who 
had  been  carried  to  the  Old  Capitol  prison.     He  then  said : 

"They  are  retained  under  the  allegation  that  they  are  bushwhackers  and 
guerrillas.  Mosby's  command  is  in  the  Confederate  service,  in  every  sense  of 
the  term.  He  is  regularly  commissioned,  and  his  force  is  as  strictly  Confeder- 
ate as  any  in  our  army.  Why  is  this  done?  This  day  I  have  cleaned  every 
prison  in  my  control  as  far  as  I  know.  If  there  is  any  detention  anywhere,  let 
me  know  and  I  will  rectify  it.  I  am  compelled  to  complain  of  this  thing  in  al- 
most every  communication.  You  will  not  deem  me  passionate  when  I  assure 
you  it  will  not  be  endured  any  longer.  If  these  men  are  not  delivered,  a  stern 
retaliation  will  be  made  immediately."     Id.,  p.  632. 

And  again  on  the  22nd  of  May,  1863,  he  wrote,  saying  : 

"You  are  well  aware,  that  for  the  last  six  months  I  have  been  presenting 
to  you  lists  of  Confederate  officers  and  soldiers  and  Confederate  citizens,  who 
have  been  detained  by  your  authorities  in  their  prisons.  Some  of  these,  on  my 
remonstrance,  have  been  released  and  sent  to  us,  but  by  far  the  greater  number 
remain  in  captivity." 
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Hethen  tells  Colonel  Ludlow,  that  he  is  satisfied  that  he  (Ludlow)  has  tried 
to  have  these  prisoners  released,  but  without  avail,  and  then  tells  him  again  that 
the  'Confederates  were  compelled  to  notify  him  that  they  must  resort  to  retal- 
iation ;  but  telling  him  further  that  he  will  be  notified  of  each  case  in  which  this 
course  is  pursued. 

On  the  same  day  he  wrote  another  letter  calling  Ludlow's  attention  to  the 
report  that  Captains  McGraw  and  Corbin  had  been  tried  and  sentenced  to  be 
shot  for  recruiting  for  the  Confederates  in  Kentucky,  and  saying  that  if  these 
men  were  executed  the  Confederate  authorities  had  selected  two  captains  for 
execution  in  retaliation ;  and  he  concludes  this  letter  with  significant  language : 

"In  view  of  the  awfxil  vortex  into  which  things  are  plunging,  I  give  you 
notice,  that  in  the  event  of  the  execution  of  these  persons,  retaliation  to  an 
equal  extent  at  least,  will  be  visited  upon  your  own  ofiicers,  and  if  that  is  found 
ineffectual  the  number  will  be  increased.  The  Great  Ruler  of  Nations  must 
judge  who  is  responsible  for  the  initiation  of  this  chapter  of  horrors."  Id.,  p. 
690-1. 

In  a  letter  of  January  5th,  1863,  Judge  Ould  wrote: 

"Nothing  is  nearer  my  heart  than  to  prevent  on  either  side  a  resort  to  re- 
taliation. Even  if  made  necessary  by  course  of  events,  it  is  much  to  be  deplored. 
These  are  not  only  my  own  personal  views,  but  those  ofviy  Government.'^ 

It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  say  that,  of  course,  these  complaints  and  threats 
and  appeals,  would  not  have  been  made,  at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  they 
were  made,  had  not  just  causto  existed  therefor,  and  that  the  Federal  authori- 
ties were  solely  responsible  for  the  condition  of  affairs  then  existing.  (See 
another  letter  of  the  same  date  on  the  same  page  as  to  political  prisoners.) 

This  being  the  condition  of  things  on  May  25th,  1863,  the  following  order 
was  issued  by  the  Federals: 

"  War  Department.,  Washington,  D.  C,  May  25,  1863. 
"General  Schofield  : 

"No  Confederate  oflScers  will  be  paroled  or  exchanged  till  further  orders. 
They  will  be  kept  in  close  confinement,  and  be  strongly  guarded.  Those  already 
paroled  will  be  confined.  "H.  W.  Halleck, 

General-in-Chief." 
And  similar  orders  were  sent  to  all  commanders  of  Federal  forces  through- 
out the  country.     Id.,  p.  696.     See,  also,  pp.  706-7,  722. 

It  is  surely  unnecessary  then  after  reading  these  letters,  and  this  order, 
to  say  which  side  was  responsible  for  violations  of  the  cartel  while  it  remained 
in  operation,  and  for  the  suspension  of  its  operations,  as  well  as  for  the  first 
maltreatment  of  prisoners. 

With  the  exception  of  exchanges  in  individual  cases,  this  suspension  of 
the  cartel  continued.  So  that,  on  July  2nd,  1863,  Mr.  Davis  addressed  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Lincoln  (which  we  have  never  seen  before),  in  which  he  said,  among  other 
things,  after  referring  to  differences  that  had  arisen  between  the  Commissioners 
in  carrying  out  the  cartel  and  the  hardships  incurred  by  reason  of  its  suspen- 
sion— as  follows : 

"I  believe  I  have  just  ground  of  complaint  against  the  officers  and  forces 
under  your  command,  for  breach  of  trust  of  the  cartel,  and  being  myself  ready 
to  execute  it  at  all  times,  and  in  good  faith,  I  am  not  justified  in  doubting  the 
existence  of  the  same  disposition  on  your  part.  In  addition  to  this  matter,  I 
have  to  complain  of  the  conduct  of  your  officers  and  troops  in  many  parts  of  the 
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country,  who  violate  all  the  rules  of  war  by  carrying  on  hostilities,  not  only 
against  armed  foes,  but  against  non-combatants,  aged  men,  women  and  children, 
while  others  not  only  seize  such  property  as  is  required  for  the  use  of  your 
troops,  but  destroy  all  private  property  within  their  reach,  even  agricultural 
implements,  and  openly  avow  the  purpose  of  seeking  to  subdue  the  population 
of  the  districts  where  they  are  operating  by  starvation  that  must  result  from  the 
destruction  of  standing  crops  and  agricultural  tools.  Still  again  others  of  your 
officers  in  different  districts  have  recently  taken  the  lives  of  prisoners  who  fell 
into  their  power,  and  justify  their  act  by  asserting  a  right  to  treat  as  spies  the 
military  officers  and  enlisted  men  under  my  command  vrho  may  penetrate  into 
States  recognized  by  us  as  our  allies  in  the  warfare  now  waged  against  the 
United  States,  but  claimed  by  the  latter  as  having  refused  to  engage  in  such 
warfare.  I  have  therefore  on  different  occasions  been  forced  to  make  com- 
plaints of  these  outrages,  and  to  ask  from  you,  that  you  either  avow  or  disclaim 
having  authorized  them,  and  have  failed  to  obtain  such  answer  as  the  usages  of 
civilized  warfare  require  to  be  given  in  such  cases.  These  usages  justify  and  in- 
deed require  redress  by  retaliation  as  the  proper  means  of  repressing  such  cruel- 
ties as  are  not  permitted  in  warfare  between  Christian  peoples.  I  have  not- 
withstanding refrained  from  the  exercise  of  such  retaliation  because  of  its  ob' 
vious  tendency  to  lead  to  war  of  indiscriminate  massacre  on  both  sides,  which 
would  be  a  spectacle  sb  shocking  to  humanity  and  so  disgraceful  to  the  age  in 
which  we  live,  and  the  religion  we  profess,  that  I  cannot  contemplate  it  without 
a  feeling  of  horror  that  I  am  disinclined  to  doubt  you  would  share.  With  the 
view  then  of  making  our  last  solemn  attempt  to  avert  such  calamities,  and  to 
attest  my  earne'^t  desire  to  prevent  them,  if  possible,  I  have  selected  the  bearer 
of  this  letter,  the  Hon.  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  as  a  Military  Commissioner,  to 
proceed  to  your  headquarters,  under  flag  of  truce,  there  to  confer  and  agree  on 
the  subjects  above  mentioned;  and  I  do  hereby  authorize  the  said  Alexander  H. 
Stephens  to  arrange  and  settle  all  differences  and  disputes,  which  have  arisen, 
or  may  arise  in  the  execution  of  the  cartel  for  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war, 
heretofore  agreed  on  between  our  respective  land  and  n.ival  forces ;  also  to  pre- 
vent further  misunderstandings,  as  to  the  terms  of  said  cartel,  and  finally  to 
enter  into  such  arrangement  and  understanding  about  tlie  mode  of  carrying  on 
hostilities  between  the  belligerents  as  shall  confine  the  severities  of  the  war 
within  such  limits  as  are  rightfully  imposed,  not  only  by  modern  civilization, 
but  by  our  common  Christianity."     Reb.  Rec,  Series  II.,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  75-6. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  1863,  Mr.  Stephens,  accompanied  by  Judge  Ould,  took 
the  foregoing  and  proceeded  down  the  James  river  under  flag  of  truce,  for  the 
purpose  of  delivering  the  letter  and  of  conferring  with  Mr.  Lincoln.  They  were 
stopped  by  the  blockading  squadron,  under  the  command  of  Acting  Rear  Ad- 
miral S.  P.  Lee,  near  Newport  News,  and  Mr.  Stephens  then  communicated  to 
Admiral  Lee  the  nature  of  his  mission.  This  communication  to  Admiral  Lee 
was  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Mr.  Gideon  Wells,  and  by  the  latter 
to  the  Secret-j.ry  of  War,  Mr.  Edwin  M.  Stanton.  After  Mr.  Stephens  had  been 
kept  for  two  days  awaiting  a  reply,  he  was  informed  that  the  Secretary  of  War 
refused  to  permit  him  to  proceed  further  on  the  ground,  that  "the  customary 
agents  and  channels  are  considered  adequate  for  all  needful  communications 
and  conferences."     See  Mr.  Stephens"  report.  Id.,  p.  94. 

Between  the  date  of  Mr.  Davis'  letter  and  the  6th  of  July,  when  the  re- 
fusal came  to  allow  Mr.  Stephens  to  proceed  further  on  his  attempted  mission 
of  mercy  and  justice,  Gettysburg  had  been  fought  and  Vicksburg  had  fallen, 
and  these  disasters  to  the  Confederates  had  not  only  made  the  Federals  arro- 
gant, but  had  also  given  them  for  the  first  time  since  the    cartel  a  preponder- 
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ance  of  prisoners,  and  hence  from  that  time  forward  their  interest  and  their 
policy  was  to  throw  every  obstacle  possible  in  the  way  of  the  further  exchange 
of  prisoners. 

The  foregoing  letter  of  Mr.  Davis  exhibits  the  loftiest  statesmanship  and 
Christian  character,  and  should  inspire  us  with  a  new  desire  to  do  honor  to  his 
memory,  as  well  as  fill  us  with  pride  that  we  had  as  our  civil  leader  one  so  no- 
ble, so  humane,  so  just,  and  so  true. 

It  is  interesting  to  us  to  know  that  Mr.  Davis  and  General  Lee  were  in  full 
accord  in  their  views  on  the  question  of  retaliating  on  prisoners  for  offences 
committed  by  others.  On  the  13th  of  July,  1864,  Mr.  Seddon,  the  Confederate 
Secretary  of  War,  wrote  to  General  Lee  calling  his  attention  to  the  murder  of 
two  citizens,  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  by  General  Hunter's  orders,  or  by  his 
command,  suggesting  that  some  course  of  retaliation  should  be  put  in  operation 
to  prevent  further  atrocities  of  the  kind,  and  asking  General  Lee  "what  mea- 
sure of  punishment  or  retaliation  should  be  adopted?"     (Id.,  p.  464.) 

To  this  Inquiry  General  Lee  replied  as  follows : 

"Ihave  on  several  occasions  expressed  to  the  Department  my  views  as  to 
the  system  of  retaliation,  and  revolting  as  are  the  circumstances  attending  the 
murder  of  the  citizens  above  mentioned,  I  can  see  nothing  to  distinguish  them 
from  other  outrages  of  a  like  character  that  have  from  time  to  time  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Government.  As  I  have  said  before,  if  the  guilty 
parties  could  be  taken,  either  the  officer  who  commands,  or  the  soldier  who  ex- 
ecutes such  atrocities,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  advise  the  infliction  of  the  ex- 
treme punishment  they  deserve,  but  I  cannot  think  it  right  or  politic,  to  make 
the  Innocent,  after  theij  have  surrendered  as  prisoners'of  war,  suffer  for  the 
guilty.''  *  *  * 

On  this  letter,  Mr.  Davis  makes  this  endorsement: 

"The  views  of  General  Lee  I  regard  as  just  and  appropriate." 

Contrast  this  letter  and  this  endorsetient  with  the  treatment  accorded  by 
General  Sherman  to  prisoners,  as  detailed  by  him  on  page  194,  Vol.  2,  of  his  Me- 
moirs, and  you  will  see  the  difference  between  the  conduct  of  a  Christian  and  a 
savage. 

But  we  must  proceed  with  the  subject  of  the  exchange  of  prisoners :  Some 
time  in  the  summer  of  1^63,  General  S.  A.  Meredith  was  appointed  a  Federal 
Commissioner  of 'Exchange,  and  in  September  Judge  Ould  attempted  to  open 
negotiations  with  him,  for  a  resumption  of  the  cartel.  To  this  attempt  by  letter 
no  reply  was  received.    He  renewed  these  efforts  on  October  20th,  1S63,  saying— 

"I  now  propose  that  all  officers  and  men  on  both  sides  be  released  in'  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  the  cartel,  the  excess  on  one  side  or  the  other,  to 
be  on  parole.  Will  you  accept  this?  I  have  no  expectation  of  an  answer,  but 
perhaps  you  may  give  one.    If  it  does  come,  I  hope  it  will  be  soon."    Id.,  p.  401. 

But  nothing  was  accomplished  by  both  of  these  efforts.  Some  time  in  No- 
vember or  December,  1868,  Gen.  B.  F.  Butler  was  appointed  the  Federal  Com- 
missioner of  Exchange.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  man  had  been  out- 
lawed by  the  Confederate  authorities  prior  to  this  time  and  it  was  openly 
charged,  and  generally  believed,  that  this  appointment  was  made  solely  to 
make  communication  between  the  belligerents  the  more  difficult  by  embarrass- 
ing the  Confederates,  and  consequently  to  throw  this  additional  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  further  exchange  of  prisoners. 

Immediately  on  taking  charge.  General  Butler  says  he  saw  Mr.  Statiiou, 
Secretary  of  yv&v,  and  suggested  that  the  Confederate  prisoners  in  their  hands, 
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should  be  sheltered,  fed,  clad  and  otherwise  treated  as  Federal  prisoners  were 
being  treated  by  us;  and  this  suggestion,  he  says,  Mr.  Stanton  assented  to.  (See 
Butler's  Book,  p.  585.)  In  other  words,  he  says,  in  effect,  that  because  the  Con- 
federates, in  their  exhaustion  and  poverty,  could  not  adequately  supply  the 
needs  of  their  men  in  our  prisons,  therefore,  he  and  the  Federal  Secretary  of 
War  thought  it  right  as  an  act  of  revenge  and  retaliation,  to  withhold  these 
comforts  and  supplies  from  our  men  in  their  prisons  when  they  had  adequate 
means  of  all  kinds  to  supply  the  needs  of  these  men.  Surely  comment  on  this 
statement  is  unnecessary. 

After  Mr.  Lincoln's  emancipation  proclamation  went  into  effect,  as  w© 
have  said,  on  January  1, 1863,  the  Federals  enrolled  a  large  number  of  slaves  in 
their  armies.  This  greatly  embarrassed,  as  well  as  exasperated,  the  Confederates. 
We  have  heretofore  stated  the  stand  proposed  by  Mr.  Davis,  and  recommended 
by  him  to  the  Confederate  Congress,  to  turn  over  the  officers  of  these  colored 
troops  to  the  State  authorities  in  which  any  of  them  might  be  captured,  to  be 
tried  in  the  courts  of  such  State  for  the  crime  of  inciting  servile  insurrection, 
and  that  Congress  refused  to  sustain  him  fully  In  that  recommendation.  The 
question  then  arose  as  to  exchanging  Negro  prisoners.  The  Federal  authorities 
contended  that  where  slaves  were  captured  by  them,  or  when  they  deserted 
and  came  to  them  and  enlisted  in  their  armies,  they  thereby  became  free,  and 
should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  with  their  white  soldiers,  in  respect  to  ex- 
changes, as  well  as  in  other  respects.  The  Confederates,  on  the  contrary,  con- 
tended that  whatever  might  be  the  effect  on  the  status  of  the  slave  by  going  to 
the  Federals  and  enlisting  in  their  armies :  yet  should  they  be  recaptured  by  the 
Confederates,  that  restored  them  to  their  former  status  as  slaves,  and  they 
should  then  be  returned  to  their  masters  or  put  to  work  by  the  Confederates, 
and  their  masters  compensated  for  their  labor.  In  those  cases  where  the  mas- 
ters did  not  reside  in  the  Confederacy,  or  could  not  be  ascertained,  such  Negroes 
were  to  be  exchanged  as  other  prisoners. 

The  letter  from  General  Lee  to  General  Grant,  stating  the  Confederate  po- 
sition on  this  subject,  is  a  ma.sterpiece,  whether  considered  from  a  legal,  histori- 
cal or  statesmanlike  point  oi  view.  (See  series  IL,  Vol.  VII.,  Serial  No.  120,  p 
1010.)  General  Grant  in  his  reply,  seeing  that  he  could  not  answer  the  argu- 
ments of  General  Lee,  contents  himself  with  saying  on  this  point : 

"  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  discussion  of  the  slavery  question;  there- 
fore decline  answering  the  arguments  adduced  to  show  the  right  to  return  to 
former  owners  such  Negroes  as  are  captured  from  our  army.  "    Id.,  p.  1018. 

But  to  return  to  General  Butler.  He  says  he  soon  learned  that  the  Con- 
federates were  anxious  to  exchange  the  prisoners  held  by  them,  and  so  he  pro- 
posed to  the  Secretary  of  War  "the  plan  of  ■  so  exchanging  until  we  had  ex- 
hausted all  our  prisoners  held  by  the  Rebels,  and  as  we  should  then  have  a  sur- 
plus of  some  ten  thousand  to  hold  them  as  hostages  for  our  colored  troops,  of 
which  the  Rebels  held  only  hundreds,  and  to  retaliate  on  this  surplus  such 
wrongs  as  the  Rebels  might  perpetrate  on  our  soldiers. "  (See  Butler's  Book, 
p.  585.) 

At  first  Judge  Ould  refused  to  treat  with  General  Butler  at  all,  but  in  or- 
der to  resume  the  cartel,  which  he  was  anxious  to  do,  this  position  was  soon 
abandoned,  and  so  on  the  30th  of  March,  1864,  he,  by  appointment,  conferred 
with  General  Butler  on  the  subject  of  resuming  the  exchange.  As  'the  result  of 
this  interview.  General  Butler  wrote  the  Secretary  of  War,  that  with,  the 
exception  of  the  question  about  the  exchange  of  Negroes,  "all  other  po*ints  of 
difference  were  substantially  agreed  upon,   so  that  the   exchange  mig^^t  go  oii^ 
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readily  and  smoothly,  man  for  man  and  officer  for  officer  of  equal  rank,  and  offi- 
cers for  their  equivalents  in  privates,  as  settled  by  the  cartel.  "  (Butler's  Book, 
p.  590.)  Judge  Ould  left  General  Butler  on  the  31st  of  March,  with  the  under- 
standing that  Butler  would  confer  with  his  Government  about  the  points  dis- 
cussed, and  then  confer  further  with  him. 

"  In  the  meantime  the  exchanges  of  sick  and  wounded  and  special  ex- 
were  to  go  on.  " 

On  the  first  day  of  AprU,  1864,  General  U.  S.  Grant  appeared  on  the  scene, 
and  General  Butler  says : 

"To  him  the  state  of  the  negotiations  as  to  exchange  was  communicated 
and  most  emphatic  verbal  directions  were  received  from  the  Lieutenant-Oen- 
eral  not  to  take  any  steps  by  ivhich  another  able-bodied  man  should  be  ex- 
changed until  further  orders  frow  him^     Butler's  Book,  p.  592. 

And  the  reasons  assigned  by  General  Grant  for  this  course  were  that,  the 
exchange  of  prisoners  ii'oidd  so  strengthen  General  Lee's  army  as  to  greatly 
prolong  the  loar,  and  therefore  it  laas  better  that  the  prisoners  then  in  con' 
flnement  should  remain  so,  no  matter  what  sufferings  toould  be  entailed 
thereby.  "  I  said,  "  says  General  Butler,  "  I  doubted  whether,  if  we  stop- 
ped exchanging  man  for  man,  simply  on  the  ground  that  our  soldiers  were  more 
useful  to  us  in  Rebel  prisons  than  they  would  be  in  our  lines,  however  true  that 
might  be,  or  speciously  stated  to  the  country,  the  propoMCion  could  not  be  sus- 
tained against  the  clamor  that  would  at  once  arise  against  the  administration." 
*    *    *    Id.,  p.  594.     And  he  adds:— 

"  These  instructions  in  the  then  state  of  negotiations,  rendered  any  fur- 
ther exchanges  impossible  and  retaliation  useless.  " 

This  condition  of  affairs,  for  which,  as  we  have  seen,  General  Grant  was 
solely  responsible,  continued,  with  little  change,  till  the  latter  part  of  January, 
1865.  It  was  during  this  interval  of  nearly  a  year  that  the  greatest  sufferings 
and  mortality  occurred.  Finally  the  clamor  was  so  great  for  a  renewal  of  the 
cartel  that  General  Grant  consented,  and  from  that  date  exchanges  continued  to 
the  end  of  the  war,  although  when  a  large  number  of  prisoners  was  sent  to  Gen- 
eral Schofleld,  at  Wilmington,  on  February  21st,  1865,  he  refused  to  receive  them. 
Vol.  Vm.,  p.  286. 

On  the  10th  of  January,  1864,  in  view  of  the  large  numbers  of  prisoners 
then  held  on  both  sides,  and  the  sufferings  consequently  engendered  thereby, 
Judge  Ould  addressed  a  letter  to  Major  (afterwards  General)  Mulford  proposing 
to  deliver  all  prisoners  held  by  us  for  an  equivalent  held  by  the  Federals.  But  to 
this  letter  no  reply  was  ever  made.  On  the  22nd  of  August  he  wrote  making  the 
same  offer  to  General  Hitchcock,  but  received  no  reply  to  this  letter  either.  And 
so  on  the  31st  of  August,  1864,  Judge  Ould  published  a  statement  setting  forth  in 
detail  the  efforts  made  by  the  Confederate  authorities  to  carry  out  the  cartel  in 
good  faith,  stating  how  it  had  been  violated  from  time  to  time,  and  finally  sus- 
pended, solely  by  the  bad  faith  and  bad  conduct  of  the  Federals. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1864,  General  Lee  proposed  to  General  Grant  to  re- 
new the  cartel,  but  no  agreement  could  be  reached  on  the  subject,  and  so  on  the 
6th  of  October,  1864,  Judge  Ould  addressed  a  letter  to  General  Mulford  and  pro- 
posed, in  view  of  the  probabilities  of  the  long  confinement  of  prisoners  on  both 
sides,  "  that  some  measures  be  adopted  for  the  relief  of  such  as  are  held  by 
either  party.  To  that  end  I  propose,  "  says  he,  "that  each  Government  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  forwarding  for  the  use  and  comfort  of  such  of  its  prisoners 
as  are  held  by  the  other,  necessary  articles  of  food  and  clothing.  "  *  *  *  P.  930. 
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Whilst  this  proposition  was  finally  accepted  by  the  Federals,  it  took  a 
whole  month  to  get  their  consent  to  it.  General  Mulford's  reply  is  dated  No- 
vember 6th,  1864.  As  early  in  that  year  as  January  34th,  Judge  Ould  had  writ- 
ten General  Hitchcock,  proposing  that  the  prisoners  on  each  side  be  attended  by 
their  own  surgeons,  and  that  these  surgeons  should  "  act  .as  Commissaries,  with 
power  to  receive  and  distribute  such  contributions  of  money,  food,  clothing,  and 
medicines  as  may  be  forwarded  for  the  relief  of  prisoners.  I  further  propose, '" 
(says  he),  "  that  these  surgeons  be  detailed  by  their  own  governments,  and  that 
they  shall  have  full  liberty  at  any  and  all  times  through  the  agents  of  exchange, 
to  make  reports,  not  only  of  their  own  acts,  but  of  any  matters  relating  to  the 
welfare  of  prisoners.  " 

To  this  very  important  and  humane  letter.  Judge  Ould  says,  "No  reply 
was  ever  made.  "  (IS.  H.  S.  Papers,  128.)  If  its  terms  had  been  accepted  by 
the  Federals  (and  nothing  could  have  been  fairer),  what  sufferings  would  have 
been  prevented  and  how  many  lives  been  saved  ?  But,  as  we  now  know.  General 
Grant  did  not  wish  to  keep  these  men  from  dying  in  our  prisons.  On  the  con- 
trary, he  preferred  that  the  Confederates  should  be  burdened  with  caring  for 
them  when  living  and  charged  with  their  death  should  they  die,  and  in  this  way 
he  would  continue  to  "  fire  the  Northern  heart"  against  us.  On  the  same  prin- 
ciple, and  for  the  same  reason,  he  not  only  refused  to  agree  to  let  us  purchase 
medicine  and  other  necessary  supplies  for  these  prisoners,  but  refused  for  months 
to  receive  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  which  we  ofiiered  to  deliver  up  without 
receiving  any  equivalent  in  return.  But  above  all  these,  he  did  not  wish  them 
exchanged,  because  of  the  recruits  which  would  thereby  come  to  General  Lee's 
army. 

Noth withstanding  the  fact,  as  shown  by  our  last  report,  that  it  Vas  by  Gen- 
eral Grant's  orders  that  General  Sheridan  devastated  the  Valley  of  Virginia  as 
he  did,  yet  his  considerate  treatment  of  General  Lee  and  his  men  at  Appomat- 
tox and  his  fidelity  to  General  Lee's  parole  there  given,  after  the  war,  have 
caused  us  to  think  kindly  of  him  and  to  place  him  in  a  different  class  from  that 
in  which  we  have  placed  Stanton,  Halleck,  Sherman,  Sheridan,  Pope,  Butler, 
Hunter,  Milroy,  and  other  Federal  officers,  who  took  such  a  delight  in  treating 
us  with  such  wicked  and  wanton  brutality  during  the  war.  But  as  has  been  re- 
cently said  of  him,  by  a  distinguished  Northern  writer,  who  was  an  ofiicer  in 
his  army  and  therefore  knew  him  better  than  we  did.  General  Grant  was  "of 
coarse  moral  as  well  as  physical  fibre;"  and  nothing  demonstrates  this  more 
clearly  than  the  cruel  and  heartless  way  in  which  he  treated  his  own  as  well  as 
our  prisoners.  He  was  so  vindictive  and  cruel  that  on  February  7th,  1865,  he  re- 
fused to  make  any  arrangement  with  Judge  Ould  whereby  our  prisoners  could 
receive  contributions  of  assistance  from  friends  at  the  North.  (Vol.  VHI.,  p. 
140.)  And  as  we  have  just  seen,  he  preferred  that  his  own  men  should  die  in 
our  prisons,  rather  than  to  relieve  them,  when  wfe  offered  to  deliver  them  to  him 
without  any  equivalent  in  return,  because  of  the  great  mortality  at  Anderson- 
ville,  which  we  were  unable  to  avert,  and  of  which  he  was  fully  apprised. 

At  the  expense  of  being  tedious  then,  we  have  thought  it  right  to  give  in 
much  detail  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  formation  and  operation  to  the  cartel 
for  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  and  to  show  clearly  from  the  records,  why  this 
cartel  was  suspended,  and  who  was  responsible  therefor.  And  we  have  done  so, 
because  this  conduct  was  the  true  cause  of  substantially  all  the  sufferings  and 
deaths  which  came  to  the  prisoners  on  both  sides  during  the  war.  That 
we  have  shown  that  the  Federal  Government,  with  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  H.  W. 
Halleck  and  If.  S.  Grant  as  its  representatives,  is  solely  responsible,  we  think 
cannot  be  denied,  and  that  history  ivill  so  attest. 
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Mr.  Charles  A.  Dana,  the  Federal  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  in  an 
editorial  in  the  New  York  Sun,  commenting  on  the  letter  of  Mr.  Davis  to  Mr. 
James  Lyons,  written  in  reference  to  the  strictures  of  Mr.  Blaine,  referred  to  in 
the  early  part  of  this  report,  said  as  follows: 

"This  letter  shows  clearly,  we  think,  that  the  Confederate  authorities,  and 
especially  Mr.  Davis,  ought  not  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  terrible  privations, 
sufferings  and  injuries  which  our  men  had  to  endure  while  they  were  kept  in 
Confederate  military  prisons.  The  fact  is  unquestionable,  that  while  the  Con- 
federates desired  to  exchange  prisoners,  to  send  our  men  home,  and  to  get  back 
their  own.  General  Grant  steadily  and  strenuously  resisted  such  an  exchange." 
********* 

"  '  It  is  hard  on  our  men  held  in  Southern  prisons,'  said  Grant,  in  an  official 
communication,  'not  to  exchange  them ;  but  it  is  humane  to  those  left  in  the 
ranks  to  fight  our  battles.  If  we  commence  a  system  of  exchanges  which  liber- 
ates all  prisoners  taken,  we  will  have  to  fight  on  until  the  whole  South  is 
exterminated.    If  we  hold  those  caught  they  are  no  more  than  dead  men."     *    * 

"This  evidence  [says  Dana]  must  be  taken  as  conclusive.  It  proves  that 
it  was  not  the  Confederate  authorities  who  insisted  on  keeping  our  prisoners  in 
distress,  want  and  disease,  bxi  the  commander  of  our  own  armies.""  *  *  * 
"Moreover  [says  hej  there  is  no  evidence  whatever,  that  it  was  practicable  for 
the  Confederate  authorities  to  feed  our  prisoners  any  better  than  they  were  fed, 
or  to  give  them  any  better  care  and  attention  than  they  received.  The  food  was 
insuflScient,  the  care  and  attentijn  were  insufficient,  no  doubt,  and  yet  the  con- 
dition of  our  prisoners  was  not  worse  than  that  of  the  Confederate  soldiers  in 
the  field,  except  in  so  far  as  the  condition  of  those  in  prison  must  of  necessity 
be  worse  than  that  of  men  who  are  free  and  active  outside." 

This  is  the  statement,  as  we  have  said,  of  the  Federal  Assistant  Secretary 
cf  War  during  the  war,  and,  of  course,  he  knew  whereof  he  wrote.  He  was  the 
man  by  whose  authority  General  Miles  put  the  shackles  upon  Mr.  Davis,  when 
he  was  in  prison  at  Fortress  Monroe,  and  was  therefore  prejudiced  in  the  highest 
degree  against  Mr.  Davis  and  the  Confederate  authorities  generally.  And  his 
statement  must  be  taken  as  conclusive  of  this  whole  question. 

When  we  add  to  this  the  pregnant  fact  that  the  report  of  the  Federal 
Secretary  of  War,  Mr.  Stanton,  dated  July  19,  1866,  shows  that  of  the  Federal 
prisoners  in  Confederate  prisons  only  23,576  died;  whilst  of  the  Confederate 
prisoners  in  Federal  prisons  26,436  died,  and  the  report  of  the  Federal  Surgeon- 
General,  Barnes,  published  after  the  war,  showing  that  the  whole  number  of 
Federal  prisoners  captured  and  confined  in  Southern  prisons  during  the  war  was, 
in  round  numbers,  270,000,  while  the  whole  number  of  Confederate  prisoners 
captured  and  confined  in  Northern  prisons  was,  in  like  round  numbers,  220,000. 
From  these  two  reports  it  will  be  seen  that  whilst  there  were  50,000  more  prison- 
ers in  Southern  than  in  Northern  prisons,  during  the  war,  the  deaths  were  four 
thousand  less.  The  per  centiun  of  deaths  in  Southern  prisons  being  under  nine 
while  the  per  centum  of  deaths  in  Northern  prisons  was  over  twelve. 

We  think  it  useless  to  prolong  this  discussion,  and  feel  confident  that  we 
can  safely  submit  our  conduct  on  this,  as  on  every  other  point  involved  in  the 
war,  to  the  judgment  of  posterity  and  the  impartial  historian,  and  can  justly 
apply  to  the  Southern  Confederacy  the  language  of  Philip  Stanhope  Wormsley, 
of  Oxford  University,  England,  in  the  dedication  of  his  translation  of  Homer's 
Iliad  to  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  "the  most  stainless  of  earthly  commanders, 
and,  except  in  fortune,  the  greatest." 

"  Thy  Troy  is  fallen,  thy  dear  land 
Is  marred  beneath  the  spoiler's  heel; 
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I  cannot  trust  my  trembling  hand 
To  write  the  things  I  feel. 

"Ah  realm  of  tombs!  but  let  her  bear 
This  blazon  to  the  end  of  time : 
No  nation  rose  so  white  and  fair 
None  fell  so  pure  of  crime." 


Histories  Now  Used  In  Our  Schools. 

We  have  but  little  to  add  to  what  was  said  in  our  former  reports  con- 
cerning the  histories  now  being  taught  in  our  schools,  except  to  express  our  sin- 
cere regret  that  the  State  Board  of  Education,  after  first  excluding  it,  reversed 
its  action,  and  put  on  the  list  of  histories  to  be  used  in  our  public  schools,  the 
work  entitled  "Our  Country,"  by  Messrs.  Cooper,  Estill  &  Lemon.  And  with 
the  prof oundest  respect  for  each  member  of  the  Board,  we  think  they  committed 
an  unintentional  mistake. 

We  understand  the  Board  based  its  later  action  on  the  ground  that  the 
edition  of  this  work  published  in  1901  contained  important  amendments,  as 
well  as  omissions,  not  found  in  that  of  1896,  which  was,  in  our  opinion,  so  justly 
criticised  and  condemned  by  the  late  Dr.  Hunter  McGuire  and  Rev.  S.  Taylor 
Martin,  D.  D.,  in  their  reports  to  this  camp  in  1899.  Whilst  it  is  true  that  this 
latest  edition  has  been  freed  from  many  of  the  objections  then  urged  against 
the  former  edition,  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  authors  have  profited  by  these 
criticisms,  and  tried  to  adapt  this  "new  issue"  to  the  sentiments  which  gave 
them  birth;  yet  there  are  such  fundamental  objections  to  this  work  still  that 
should,  in  our  opinion,  have  excluded  it  from  our  schools  forever.  In  the  first 
place  we  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  new  edition  does  not  show  on  the 
cover,  or  elsewhere,  that  it  is  a  new  edition  at  all,  It  is  bound  and  labeled  just 
as  the  former  was ;  the  preface  in  the  new  edition  is  dated  in  1895,  and  it  is  the 
same  as  that  in  the  old;  so  that  if  the  publishers  were  so  disposed,  they  could 
easily  palm  off  on  the  unwary  teacher  or  child  the  old  for  the  neiv  edition. 

But  we  have  other  objections  to  the  book  of  a  much  more  serious  charac- 
ter. ThQ  first  is,  that  the  authors  are  the  same  in  both  editions,  and  authors 
who  could  state  the  causes  of  the  ivar,  as  stated  in  the  first  edition  at  Section 
531,  and  then  state  them  (when  objected  to)  as  in  Section  520  in  the  new  edi- 
tion, are  not,  in  our  opinion,  such  historians  as  we  should  allow  to  write  the 
history  for  our  children,  it  matters  not  if  they  are  Southern  writers.  This 
smacks  too  much  of  the  methods  said  to  be  pursued  by  the  G.  A.  R.  of  "making 
history  to  order."  As.  Dr.  Martin  wrote  of  the  first  edition,  so  think  we  of 
this.    He  said : 

"The  book  is  a  feeble  production.  The  controlling  idea  is  evidently  the 
production  of  a  history  that  would  be  acceptable  to  both  North  and  South." 

To  accomplish  such  a  task  is  (as  it  should  be)  an  impossibility  But  we 
condemn  this  work  more  for  what  it  fails  to  say  about  the  causes  of  the  war, 
than  for  any  inaccuracies  we  have  noticed  in  what  it  does  say  on  that  and  other 
subjects.  Its  text  is  on  the  order  of  those  who  say,  "we  thought  we  were  right," 
rather  than  that  "we  were  right."  We  did  know  we  were  right  then,  and  we 
do  know  it  now ;  and  we  are  entitled  to  have  this  told  to  our  children. 

Writers  of  the  North  are  almost  daily  saying  to  the  world,  that  the  South- 
ern States  had  the  right  to  secede.  Even  Goldwin  Smith,  the  most  learned  and 
able,  as  well  as  the  most  prejudiced  historian  against  the  South  who  has  writ- 
ten about  the  war,  said.in  the  Atlantic  Monthly  of  this  year: 
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"Few  who  have  looked  into  the  history,  can  doubt  that  the  Union  origin- 
ally was,  and  was  generally  taken  by  the  parties  to  it  to  be,  a  compact,  dissolu- 
ble, perhaps  most  of  them  would  have  said,  at  pleasure,  dissoluble  certainly  on 
breach  of  the  articles  of  the  Union." 

And  that  liberal  and  cultured  statesman  and  writer,  Mr.  Charles  Francis 
Adams,  of  Boston,  in  an  address  delivered  by  him  in  June  last  in  Chicago, 
(whist  as  we  understand  him,  not  conceding  the  right  of  secession  to  exist  in 
1861,)  said,  quoting  from  Donn  Piatt's  Life  of  Gen.  George  H.  Thomas,  as  follows : 

"Today  no  impartial  student  of  our  constitutional  history  can  doubt  for 
a  moment,  that  each  state  ratified  the  form  of  government  submitted  in  the 
firm  belief  that  at  any  time  it  could  withdraw  therefrom." 

With  our  quondam  enemies  thus  telling  the  world  that  we  had  the  right 
to  do  what  we  tried  to  do,  and  only  asked  to  be  let  alone,  and  when  we  know 
that  when  we  did  go  to  war,  we  only  went' to  repel  a  ruthless  invasion  of  our 
homes  and  firesides,  our  case  could  not  be  made  stronger.  And  we  haiie  the 
right,  therefore,  to  insist  that  our  cJiildren  shall  be  told  the  truth  about  it, 
and  we  should  be  content  ivith  nothing  less. 

Dr.  Jones,  in  his  history,  says: 

"The  seceding  States  not  only  had  a  perfect  right  to  withdraw  from  the 
Union,  but  they  had  amply  sufficient  cause  for  doing  so,  and  that  the  war  made 
upon  them  by  the  North  was  utterly  unjustifiable,  oppressive  and  cruel,  and 
that  the  South  could  honorably  have  pursued  no  other  course  than  to  resist 
force  with  force,  and  make  her  great  struggle  for  constitutional  freedom." 

Is  there  any  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  Southerner  that  this  is  the  truth? 
If  not,  than  let  it  be  so  told  to  our  children.  We  suffered  and  did  and  dared 
enough  to  entitle  us  to  have  this  done,  and  that  we  were  unsuccessful  makes  it 
the  more  important  that  it  should  be  done.  A  successful  cause  will  take  care  of 
itself;  an  unsuccessful  one  must  rest  only  on  its  inhet'ent  merits,  and  if  it 
can't  do  this,  then  those  who  supported  it  were  rebels  and  traitors.  We  feel 
then  that  we  can't  do  better  than  to  repeat  here  what  we  said  in  our  report  of 
1900,  on  the  importance  of  the  trust  committed  to  our  hands.     We  then  said: 

"Appomattox  was  not  a  judical  forum;  it  was  only  a  battlefield,  a  test  of 
physical  force,  where  the  starving  remnant  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia, 
"wearied  with  victory,"  surrendered  to  "overwhelming  numbers  and  resources." 
We  make  no  appeal  from  that  judgment,  on  the  issue  of  force.  But  when  we 
see  the  victors  in  that  contest,  meeting  ye^  by  year,  and  using  the  superior 
means  at  their  command  to  publish  to  the  world  that  they  were  right  and  that 
we  were  wrong  in  that  contest,  saying  that  we  were  "rebels"  and  "traitors"  in 
defending, our  homes  and  firesides  against  their  cruel  invasion,  that  we  had  no 
legal  right  to  withdraw  from  the  Union,  when  we  only  asked  to  be  let  alone, 
and  that  we  brought  on  that  war:  we  say,  when  these,  and  other  wicked  and 
false  charges  are  brought  against  us  from  year  to  year,  and  the  attempt  is  sys- 
tematically made  to  teach  our  children  that  these  things  are  true,  and  there- 
fore that  we  do  not  deserve-their  sympathy  and  respect  because  of  our  alleged 
wicked  and  unjustifiable  course  in  that  war  and  in  bringing  it  on — then  it  be- 
comes our-duti/,  not  only  to  ourselves  and  our  children,  but  to  the  thousands  of 
brave  men  and  women  who  gave  their  lives  a  'free-wUl  offering,'  in  defense  of 
the  principles  for  which  we  fought,  to  vindicate  the  justice  of  our  cause,  and  to 
do  this  we  have  to  appeal  only  to  the  bar  of  truth  and  of  justice."

No 
Veteran  was  truer  to  his  convictions  or  the  justice  of  the  Confederate  cause,  nor 
more  staunch  and  eloquent  in  the  vindication  of  his  principles  on  every  proper 
occasion.  He  loved  his  comrades  next  to  his  own  family,  and  was  an  invalua- 
ble assistant  to  me.  His  loss  I  shall  ever  mourn,  and  we  will  always  miss  him 
when  we  yearly  come  together.     I  offered   the  position   made  vacant  by  his 
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death  to  Hon.  Samuel  W.  Williams.     He  promptly  accepted,  and  has  been  a 
worthy  successor  to  a  good  man.

Visiting  and  Its  Results. 

There  has  been  more  visiting  among  the  Camps  this  term  than  for  sev- 
eraLyears.  The  Grand 'Commander  set  the  example,  and  has  marked  his  ad- 
ministration by  many  official  visits  in  different  sections  of  the  State,  stimulat- 
ing and  encouraging  our  comrades,  and  with  the  best  results.  The  District  In- 
spectors have  each  been  active  and  zealous  in  getting  around  among  their 
Camps,  and  the  good  result  is  to  be  seen  in  the  organization  and  chartering  of 
three  new  Camps  which  has  enabled  us  to  reach  at  last  the  100  number. 

New  Camps. 

King  William  Camp,  No.  98,  owes  its  organization  to  the  zeal  of  District 
Inspector  John  Lamb,  of  the  Third,  who  gives  you  a  special  report.  Inspector 
J.  M.  Neal,  of  the  Fifth  district,  organized  a  very  promising  Camp  at  Chatham, 
in  Pittsylvania  county.  No.  99,  and  Inspector  J.  Edward  Moyler,  of  the  Fourth 
district,  organized  the  Sussex  Camp,  No.  100,  amid  much  enthusiasm  and  good 
feeling.  I  hope  all  these  new  Camps  will  have  delegates  at  Wytheville,  to  catch 
the  spirit  of  such  a  notable  reunion  and  get  in  line  with  our  workers. 

Inspectors'  Reports. 

Inspector  John  A.  Holtzman,  of  the  Eighth  district,  mentions  visiting  a 
Camp  and  securing  eight  new  members,  and  that  Joe  Kendall  Camp,  of  War- 
renton,  had  received,  during  the  year,  eighteen  new  members,  and  had  lost  none. 
Inspector  James  Featherston,  of  the  Sixth  district,  reports  seventeen  additions 
and  only  three  deaths — in  Huff-Deyerle  Camp,  Salem — and  that  Garlend- 
Rodes  Camp,  of  Lynchburg,  had  added  fifty-one  members  and  lost  twelve. 

Inspector  Wm.  H.  Stewart,  of  the  Second  district,  has  visited  nearly  all 
his  Camps,  and  helped  them  much,  stimulating  some  which  had  nearly  suc- 
cumbed. Another  of  the  Camps,  Urquhart-Gillette,  at  Courtland,  had  been  re- 
vived, and  had  become  so  aggressive  as  to  undertake  and  carry  out  in  the 
county  a  movement  which  resulted  in  the  unveiling  of  a  twelve-hundred-dollar 
monument  to  the  Confederate  dead  at  Southampton,  in  the  presence  of  three  or 
four  thousand  people. 

Inspector  J.  Scott  Moore,  of  the  Tenth  district,  reports  Confederate  mat- 
ters in  Botetourt  county  as  active.  Very  soon  a  monument  to  the  Botetourt 
Artillery  will  be  dedicated  at  Buchanan,  and  a  large  fund  is  being  raised  for  the 
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erection  of  a  suitable    Confederate  shaft  on  the  courthouse  green  at  Fincastle . 

Inspector  J.  C.  Ewell,  of  the  First  district,  finds  much  lethargy  among  his 
clientage,  and  cannot  get  reuorts  from  his  Camp,  which  are  so  far  from  the  cen- 
ters of  Confederate  interest  and  activity.  He,  however,  reports  one  good  re- 
union in  the  Northern  Neck — at  Wharton's  Camp-Ground.  He  recommends 
district  organizations  for  such  sections  as  his. 

Inspector  R.  D.  Funkhouser  has  been  very  active  in  his  official  visits,  and 
has  been  over  much  of  the  Seventh  district.  He  reports  the  largest  reunion  of 
the  year  in  the  State  at  Fisher's  Hill,  where  eight  or  ten  thousand  persons  as 
sembled.  This  interesting  event  was  inspired  and  successfully  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  Stover  Camp,  at  Strasburg,  a  model  country  Camp,  which  sent 
its  Commander  and  nineteen  delegates  to  the  Dallas,  Texas,  reunion.  Captain 
Funkhouser's  report,  which  he  will  present  to  the  Grand  Camp  in  person,  will  be 
found  very  interesting. 

Inspector  Samuel  W.  Williams  has  had  unusual  difficulties  to  meet  in  the 
Ninth  district  on  account  of  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  so  many  veterans 
and  the  irregularity  of  the  Camp  meetings.  But  his  visits  among  the  Camps  in 
several  counties,  his  addresses  and  his  personal  activity  has  stimulated  an  in- 
terest which,  if  I  mistake  not  the  indications,  will  result  in  a  large  gathering 
and  a  splendid  entertainment  of  the  Grand  Camp  at  Wytheville.  In  this  sec- 
tion it  is  probable  that  a  district  organization  would  be  helpful. 

Relief  of  the  Needy. 

In  almost  every  Camp  in  the  State  there  is  some  plan  for  the  relief  of  the 
infirm  and  needy  veterans,  and  those  who  report  no  plan  say  they  will  adopt 
some  method  to  that  end.  I  am  to  hear  of  the  first  old  Confederate  soldier  who 
has  been  allowed  to  suffer  from  want,  or  who  has  filled  a  pauper's  grave  ;  and 
though  many  of  the  Camps  have  not  sent  in  their  reports  in  time  for  this  report, 
I  am  surprised  to  see  that  even  in  this  year  1902,  thirty-seven  years  since  the 
close  of  the  war  between  the  States,  the  reports  indicate  that  the  addition  of 
new  members  to  the  Camps  is  more  than  double  the  loss  by  death.  The  deaths 
are  distressingly  frequent,  and  growing  in  proportion  to  our  numbers,  but  the 
frequent  reunions,  the  erection  of  monuments,  the  eloquent  Confederate  ad- 
dresses, the  uniforming  of  Camps,  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy,  are  attracting  the  attention  of  the  large  number  of  comrades 
who  have  never  joined  us,  while  the  necessities  of  many  aged  veterans  drive 
them  to  seek  affiliation  with  those  who  can  and  will  help  them,  and  thus  our 
numbers  grow. 

The  Good  of  the  Camps. 

The  questions  are  frequently  put,  "  How  can  we  make  meetings  interest- 
ing ?''  "  How  secure  additions  to  membership  ?"  "How  best  raise  the  necessary 
funds  for  our  purposes?"  It  may  be  best,  in  reply,  to  refer  to  some  of  the  re- 
ports that  have  come  up  to  this  Department. 

Turner  Ashby  Camp,  of  Winchester,  with  92  members,  reports  6S  men  and 
16  officers  uniformed;  proceeds  from  lectures,  ^528.84;  from  dues,  ^146.70;  total 
receipts,   $675.54. 

Stonewall  Jackson  Camp,  Staunton,  reports  115  members — 43  uniformed; 
received  *374.09,  secured  by  a  soliciting  committee,  from  lawn  party  and  dues; 
and  1131.50  expended  for  sick  and  needy. 

Gariand-Rodes  Camp,  Lynchburg,  reports  uuifo''ius  furnished  for  all  the  of- 
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fleers  and  60  men  by  the  Kirkwood  Otey  Chapter,  'Daughters  of  the  Confed- 
eracy; also,  51  new  members. 

Pickett-Buchanan  Camp,  of  Norfolk,  reports  145  active  members,  all  uni- 
formed; $132.00  receipts  for  the  year;  140  comrades  buried  by  the  Camp,  of  which 
35  were  at  the  expense  of  the  Camp — this  since  its  organization. 

R.  E.  Lee  Camp,  No.  1,  of  Richmond,  reports  302  active  members;  157  men 
and  22  officers  uniformed;  weekly  meetings;  13,385.00  received  during  the  fiscal 
year;  il.lOO.OO  spent  for  relief  of  the  sick  and  needy;  and  both  a  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary and  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  Chapter. 

R.  E.  Lee  Camp,  No.  2,  of  Alexandria,  reports  120  members— 40  uniformed; 
$144.00  received  during  the  yeai,  and  a  most  efficient  Woman's  Auxiliary,  which 
gives  special  attention  to  needy  comrades. 

Doubtless  other  Camps  could  be  referred  to  under  this  head  had  their  re- 
ports reached  me  in  time. 

All  of  these  Camps  have  Woman's  Auxiliaries  or  Daughters'  Chapters,  all 
are  flourishing  and  have  full  ranks.  The  inference  is  plain :  A  Camp,  to  be  suc- 
cessful, must  have  the  co-operation  of  their  women.  The  uniformed  Camps 
have  the  largest  membership,  get  the  best  attendance.  Those  which  take  good 
care  of  the  needy  and  give  their  members  a  soldier's  burial  are  popular,  and  lec- 
tures, entertainments  and  personal  solicitations  for  filling  our  empty  treasury 
meet  ready  response. 

Recommendations. 

Submitting  these  practical  suggestions  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  inquire, 
and  making  no  summary  of  Camp  reports  this  year,  leaving  much  of  the  detail 
to  my  able  District  Inspectors  who  'will  follow,  I  will  close  this  report  with  the 
following  recommendations: 

1st.  That  the  Committee  on  the  Good  of  the  Grand  Camp  inquire  into  the 
feasibility  of  permitting  district  organizations,  w^hen  desired,  and  if  deemed 
practicable  and  advisable,  to  submit  a  plan  for  such  sub-organizations  as  a  part 
of  the  Grand  Camp,  and  to  have  at  least  one   reunion  each  year  in  the  district. 

3nd.  That  every  Camp  be  urged  to  sucure  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  some 
kind,  and  to  encourage  the  organization  of  Sons  of  Veterans'  Camps,  which  are 
always  helpful.  Respectfully  submitted,

Danville,  Va.,  October  20,  1902. 
Col.  T.  V.  IJorton,  Inspect or-Oeneral  Confederate  Veterans  of  Virginia  ; 

Dear  Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  Assistant  Inspector-General  for 
thg  Fifth  district  that,  after  making  efforts  to  obtain  reports  from  the  Camps  in 
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this  district,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  do  so.  Since  my  appointment  as  In- 
spector of  the  Fifth  district  I  have  endeavored  to  make  appointments  to  visit 
the  Camps  in  the  district  and  try  to  push  new  life  into  them.  Finding  I  could 
not  do  thi?,  I  conceived  the  idea  to  form  a  new  Camp  at  Chatham,  the  county  seat 
of  Pittsylvania  county,  and  enlisted  a  few  noble  Confederates  to  assist  me  in  this 
work,  such  good  old  Confederates  as  Capt.  Chiswell  Dabney,  J.  W.  Whitehead, 
John  D.  Coleman,  F.  B.  Watson  and  others,  and  on  the  25th  of  September  we  or- 
ganized a  Camp  of  26  members,  which  was  increased  at  a  later  meeting,  held  on 
tne  15th  of  October,  to  56  members,  at  which  meeting  the  officers  were  elected 
and  by-laws  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Camp,  which  was  named  Pittsyl- 
vania Camp  of  Confederate  Veterans  of  Virginia,  making  the  99th  Camp  up  to 
that  time. 

I  would  further  report,  from  long  connection  with  the  working  of  this  as- 
sociation, that  it  is  decidedly  best  for  us  to  try  to  establish  a  Camp  of  Confeder- 
ate Veterans  at  the  county  seat  of  each  county  in  the  State,  and  through  these 
Camps  obtain  a  complete  roster  of  every  Confederate  now  living  in  each  county, 
and  also  to  report  the  death  of  any  one  dying  from  year  to  year.  I  am  satisfied 
that  it  will  create  more  interest  in  our  organization,  as  it  will  be  of  mutual 
benefit  and  service  to  the  order. 

I  hope  this  suggestion  will  at  least  be  considered  at  our  annual  meeting, 
and  trust  that  means  wUl  be  taken  to  carry  it  out.

Seventh  Congressional  District— Written  report,  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Commander,  Comrades,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  As  Inspector-Gen- 
eral of  the  Seventh  Congressional  district  of  the  State  organization  of  the  Con- 
federate Veterans,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Seventh  district  is  composed  of  ten  counties,  which  have  twelve  or- 
ganized Camps.  Albemarle  county  has  one  active  Camp ;  Greene  none ;  Madison 
one  Camp,  but  sent  no  report ;  Rappahannock  no  Camp ;  Pag  e  two  Camps, 
but  no  report;  Rockingham  county  reports  one  Camp  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  Shenandoah  three  Camps ;  Frederick  one,  Clarke  one,  and  Warren  one 
— all  of  the  latter  are  in  good  standing ;  making  eight  Camps  in  all  who  pay 
their  dues;  and  they  report  460  active  members.  They  have  lost  since  organiza- 
tion 150  members — 29  last  year— and  received  12  new  members,  and  172  are  in 
fuU  uniform ;  and  they  have  $800.00  in  their  several  treasuries  in  cash.  They  as- 
sisted 18  needy  members  last  year  and  always  bury  their  dead  when  necessary. 
I  learn  in  a  private  way  that  much  assistance  is  rendered  comrades  who  are 
poor  by  members  of  the  Camp  without  taking  note  of  it,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Pension  Board  myself  I  note  much  interest  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  to  secure 
aid  for  all  veterans  entitled  to  it;  besides,  all  possible  efforts  seem  to  be  made  by 
the  Camps  to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  of  the  old  veterans  who  cannot  sup- 
port themselves,  andmy  observation  convincesmeof  the  necessity  of  prompt  and 
speedy  attention  to  these  men  who  so  gloriously  wore  the  gray  in  the  sixties, 
for  they  are  rapidly  growing  old  and  passing  away ;  and  I  suggest  to  the  well-to- 
do  veterans  and  our  people  generally  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importarce  to  take 
care  of  these  old  soldiers  in  a  substantial  way  during  their  lingering  sojourn  on 
this  side  of  the  river  which  divides  time  from  eternity,  as  their  dues  by  justice, 
and  not  as  a  mendicant's  portion.  We  owe  it  to  them,  and  old  Virginia  is  able  to 
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discharge  this  obligation ;  and  I  know  she  is  too  proud  to  allow  these  men  to  live 
in  almshouses  and  fill  paupers'  graves ;  and  I  appeal  especially  to  veterans  who  do 
not  belong  to  any  Camp  to  speedily  join  one  most  convenient  to  them,  so  they 
can  assist  in  this  laudable  work.  Few  people  outside  of  the  Camps  know  how 
much  has  been  done  in  charitable  work  by  these  organizations  since  they  began 
their  labor  of  love  for  the  Confederate  soldiers.  I  think  every  county  in  the 
Seventh  district  has  established  cemeteries  and  built  monuments  to  the  memory 
of  the  men  whose  bivouack  is  among  the  dead.  Notably,  Shenandoah  county 
has  five  Camps ;  two  of  them  do  not  belong  to  the  Grand  Camp  of  Virginia,  but 
to  the  United  Confederate  Veterans ;  besides,  there  are  two  very  efficient  Chapters 
of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  whose  combined  efforts  established 
five  cemeteries,  with  imposing  monuments,  and  this  is  true  of  all  the  counties 
to  a  greater  or  less  degree."        *****-x-****

Colonel  Henry  and  Comrade  Bumgardner,  of  Staunton, 
seconded  the  motion  to  make  Newport  News  the  next  meeting 
place,  and  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Jones  General  Michie  withdrew 
the  invitation  extended  by  Charlottesville,  and  the  invitation  to 
Newport  News  was  accepted  and  that  city  decided  upon  as  the 
place  for  the  next  meeting. 

The  benediction  was  then  pronounced  by  Eev.  Dr.  J.  Wil- 
liam Jones,  and  the  Grand  Camp  adjourned  to  meet  at  Newport 
News  at  the  call  of  the  Grand  Commander.

At  the  house  the  following  Lessons  may  be  read : 

Job  XIX,  25,  26,  27  :  I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth,  and  that  He  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon 
the  earth  :  and  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this 
body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God  :  whom  I  shall  see 
for  myself,  and  my  eyes  shall  behold  and  not  another.' 

St.  John  XI,  25,  26  :  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the 
life  :  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live  ;  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me, 
shall  never  die. 

Rev.  XIV,  13  :  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  say- 
ing unto  me.  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in 
the  Lord  from  henceforth :  Yea,  sayeth  the  Spirit,  that 
they  may  rest  from  their  labors  ;  and  their  works  do  fol- 
low them.

Then  the  Commander  or  any  Comrade  selected  may  read  the  following  Les- 
son, or  a  part  thereof : 

I  Cor.  XV,  35-57  :  But  some  man  will  say.  How  are 
the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come  ? 
Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die :  and  that  which  thou  sowest  thou  sowest 
not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance 
of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain  :  but  God  giveth  it  a 
body  as  it  hath  pleased  Him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own 
body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh ,  but  there  is  one 
kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of 
fishes,  and  another  of  birds.     There  are  also  celestial 
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bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the  celes- 
tial is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 
There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star  dif- 
fereth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption  ;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption  :  it  is  sown  in  dishonor ;  it  is 
raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness ;  it  is  raised  in 
power:  it  is  sown  a  natural  body  ;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body.  And  so  it  is  written.  The  first  man  Adam  was 
made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quicken- 
ing spirit.  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual, 
but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterwards  that  which  is 
spiritual.  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy ;  the 
second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy  :  and  as  is  the  heavenly, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the 
image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that 
flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God: 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I 
show  you  a  mystery ;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound  and 
the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrup- 
tion, and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So 
when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be 
brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is  swal- 
lowed up  in  victory.  O,  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O, 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin  ; 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.     But  thanks  be  to 
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God  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stead- 
fast, unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  for  as  much  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord. 

Then  may  be  said  the  following  prayer,  or  another  suitable  prayer: 

Almighty  God,  who  by  the  death  of  Thy  Son  hast 
abolished  sin  and  death,  and  by  His  resurrection  hast 
brought  life  and  immortality  to  light,  to  the  end  that  we 
might  be  delivered  from  the  power  of  the  devil,  and  that 
by  the  power  of  the  same  resurrection,  our  mortal  bodies 
should  be  raised  from  the  dead,  and  live  with  Thee  in 
Thy  kingdom ;  mercifully  grant  that  with  our  whole 
hearts  we  may  steadfastly  believe  this,  and  with  all  Thy 
saints  may  attain  unto  the  blessed  resurrection  from  the 
dead  ;  through  the  same  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  liv- 
eth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever 
one  God,  world  without  end.     Amen.

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By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations 

OF    THE 

GRAND    CAMP    CONFEDERATE    VETERANS, 

Department  of  Virginia. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Title. 
The  title  of  this  association  is  the  Grand  Camp  Confederate  Veterans,  De- 
partment of  Virginia. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Object. 

The  object  of  the  Grand  Camp  is  to  assist  all  worthy  Confederate  veterans 
who  are  indigent  and  in  distress ;  to  aid  and  encourage  the  formation  of  Confed- 
erate Veteran  Camps  as  the  means  thereto,  and  to  unite  all  such  Camps  in  the 
Department  of  Virginia  in  this  association. 

ARTICLE  m. 

Membership. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Commander,  all  Past-Grand  Commanders,  all  Past 
Commanders  and  Commanders  of  existing  Camps  in  the  Department  of  Virginia, 
shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Camp,  by  virtue  of  their  several 
oflBces.  And  each  Camp  in  the  Department  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Camp,  by  election  of  delegates  thereto  from  its  mem- 
bers, in  the  ratio  of  one  delegate  for  every  twenty -five  members,  or  fractions 
thereof  exceeding  fourteen.  In  the  absence  of  any  Commander  of  a  Camp,  the 
senior  officer  of  such  Camp  may  attend  in  his  place,  and  each  member  and  dele- 
gate shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  2.  Elections  for  delegates  to  the  Grand  Camp  shall  take  place  annu- 
ally at  a  regular  or  called  meeting  of  each  Camp,  at  such  time  preceding  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Grand  Camp  as  the  subordinate  Camp  may  appoint ;  and 
such  elections  shall  be  duly  certified  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Grand 
Camp. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Camp  shall  be  held  at  such 
place  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Grand  Camp,  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Grand  Commander. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  may  be  convened  by  order  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mander, or  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of  the  Camps  composing  the  Grand 
Camp. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Camp  shall  be  a  Grand  Commander, 
First-Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  Second-Lieutenant  (jrand  Commander, 
Third-Lieutenant  Ciraud  Commander,  an  Adjutant-General,  Inspector-General, 
Quartermaster-General,  Surgeon-General,  and  Chaplain-General,  all  of  whom, 
except  the  Adjutant-General,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Camp.  The  Adjutant-General  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Commander. 

Sec.  2.  The  StafT  of  the  Grand  Commander  shall  consist  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  and  two  Aides-de-Camp,  the  Inspector-General,  Quartermaster-General, 
Surgeon-General,  and  Chaplain-General,  none  of  whom  shall  have  a  vote  in 
the  Grand  Camp,  by  virtue  of  their  positions  merely  as  staff  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Adjutant-ueneral  ana  two  Aides-de-Camp,  appointed  by  tiie 
Grand  Commander,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand 
Commander.  All  other  officers  elected  by  the  Grand  Camp  shall  enter  on  their 
duties  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected,  and  hold 
office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Camp,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  Only  all  members  of  the  Grand  Camp,  or  of  any  of  the  Camps 
composing  it,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  or  committee  in  the  Grand  Camp. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Commander  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Camp.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  coming  before  him  pertaining  to 
the  Grand  Camp,  during  the  intervals  between  its  meetmgs  subject  to  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Camp,  or  to  the  Advisory  Council  hereinafter  provided.  He  shall 
approve  all  requisitions  properly  drawn  on  the  Quartermaster-General,  and 
shall  study  the  interest  of  the  Department  generally,  with  a  view  to  advancing 
the  objects  for  which  the  Camps  are  confederated.  He  shall  take  command  on 
all  public  occasions  where  the  Camps  of  this  Department  are  assembled,  and 
shall  make  report  to  the  Grand  Camp  at  each  annual  meeting.  In  his  absence, 
or  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Grand  Commander,  the  duties  of 
his  office  shall  devolve  successively  upon  the  Lieutenant  Grand  Commanders  in 
the  order  of  their  rank. 

Sec.  2.  The  Adjutant-General  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Camp 
and  a  record  of  all  its  transactions.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Quarter- 
master-General authorized  by  the  Grand  Camp,  keep  a  file  of  all  official  papers, 
make  out  once  each  year  a  return  of  the  Camps,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  necessary,  pertaining  to  his  office,  under  Department  orders. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector-General,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Grand  Commander,  to  institute  Camps,  to  inspect  and  report  annually  to  the 
Grand  Camp  the  condition  of  the  Camps,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Grand  Commander. 

Sec.  4.  The  Quartermaster-General  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  and 
property  of  the  Grand  Camp,  a^d  pay  all  duly-authorized  orders  drawn  on  him 
by  the  Adjutant-General,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Commander.  He  shall  col- 
lect all  dues  and  assessments  for  the  Grand  Camp,  shall  keep   a  record  and  ac" 
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count  of  his  transactions,  and  annually  make  report  thereof  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mander, to  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Camp. 

Sec.  5.  All  other  ofHcers  of  the  Grand  Camp  shall  perform  the  usual  du- 
ties of  their  several  offices,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by 
the  Grand  Commander. 

Sec.  6.  All  disbursing  officers  shall  give  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  in 
such  sums  as  may  be  required  by  the  Grand  Camp. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Advisory  Council. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Council,  composed  of  the  Grand 
Commander,  and  the  Commanders  of  the  several  Camps,  which  shall  meet  sub- 
ject to  call  of  the  Grand  Commander,  whenever  in  his  judgment  business  of  suf- 
ficient importance  may  justify  its  convening.  Nine  members  shall  be  a  quorum 
to  transact  business.  The  Grand  Commander  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Advisory  Council,  or  in  his  absence  the  next  senior  officer  then  in  command  of 
the  Grand  Camp. 

Sec.  2.  The  Advisory  Council  shall  act  for  the  Grand  Camp  in  the  inter- 
val between  annual  sessions.  When  called  together,  any  Commander  of  a  Camp 
being  unable  to  attend,  may  be  represented  in  the  meeting  by  the  next  ranking 
officer  of  his  Camp. 

Sec.  3.  The  Advisory  Council,  whenever  assemble  1,  shall  have  power  to 
hear  and  determine  any  question  touching  the  reputation,  discipline  and  good 
order  of  the  Grand  Camp,  and  for  the  purpose  may  organize  a  Court-Martial 
from  among  its  members,  to  try  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Grand  Camp  upon 
charges  and  specifications  duly  preferred  for  a  violation  of  the  good  order  and 
discipline  of  the  same,  and  may  for  such  cause  remove  from  office  or  dismiss  such 
persons  from  membership  in  the  Grand  Camp. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Assessments. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  Camps  composing  the  Grand  Camp  shall  be  as- 
sessed and  pay  ten  cents  per  member  annually,  to  defray  the  expense  of  the 
Grand  Camp;  and  no  Camp  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Camp  unless  its  assessment  has  been  paid  to  the  Quartermaster-Gene- 
ral or  other  proper  officers  prior  to   or  at  said  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  Camp  shall  be  in  arrears  of  dues  for  two  years,  the 
Quartermaster-General  shall  notify  said  Camp,  sending  a  copy  of  this  article,  and 
if  the  dues  of  said  Camp  be  not  paid  at  or  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Camp,  the  Quartermaster-General  shall  report  such  Camp,  and  the  Camp  shall  be 
dropped  from  the  roster.  Any  Camp  so  dropped  may  be  reinstated  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Grand  Camp  in  session,  or  to  the  Grand  Commander  in  the  interval 
between  sessions,  upon  payment  of  last  assessment. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Seal  and  Badge. 

Section  1.  The  Great  Seal  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  is 
adopted  as  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Grand  Camp. 

Sec.  2.  The  Badge  of  the  Cirand  Camp  shall  be  the  Virginia  and  Confed- 
erate Battle-Flags,  with  standards  crossed,  as  now  used.
